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INTRODUCTION. 



Some six months ago, the compiler of these pages being in 
possession of a number of family records, and feeling a desire 
that they shonld be preserved for the benefit of her children, 
began the task of arranging them in simple form, so that the 
pedigree in any family might be seen at a glance. The notes, 
however, becoming somewhat volnminoos, it was deemed best 
to have them printed in order to make them available, although 
they a/te in no sense intended /or the pubUcj but merely for a 
personal fa/niily record. 

No attempt has been made to give complete accounts of the 
various persons mentioned, as extensive genealogies of most of 
the families have already been prepared, or are now in prepara- 
tion, but only such notes and records have been used as were 
at hand or readily obtainable. For this resflon many promi- 
nent men are given but little notice, while others of less note 
are mentioned at length. 

As everythmg in the work is taken from some history, gene- 
alogy, or record, the compiler has endeavored, as far as possi- 
ble, to quote the exact language given — ^which will account for 
the yariationB in style. 

As to the plan of the work — ^there is none, except that it 
is divided into four parts ; Maltby, fiogert, Morehouse, and 
Brown — (these being the names of the grandparents of the 
children of the compiler, for whose convenience the record is 
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prepared), the pedigrees in each being alphabetically arranged, 
and carried out to the same generation, in order to do away 
with the necessity of referring to some other line for the con- 
tinuation. 

The iigures refer to the number of generations, which are 
counted in nearly every instance from the first American an- 
cestor; where there are two sets, however, the first indicates 
the complete line, and the second the American continuation.

NoTB OP Explanation.

The New Eng. Hist, and Gen. Register (1857), vol. xi, p. 
269, has the following : 

''List of the Pedigrees contained in William Paver's Ck)nBolidated 
Visitation of Yorkshire, being those taken in 1584, 1612, and 1065. 

"The first set of figures shows the number of generations in that 
branch ; tlie second set, the number of prior generations. Those thus 
marked f, are entered in the Vis. of 1665. Those unmarked terminate, 
with few exceptions, in 1584 or 1612." 

Then follows a list of Yorkshire families in which is, on 
page 261 : '' Maltby— 16." 

This ifi undoubtedly the Maltby family of Yorkshire to 
which William Maltby the emigrant ancestor belonged. 

Savage, in his Genealogical Dictionary, mentions but two 
persons of the name of Maltby: John and William. That 
there was another Maltby, however, is proved by an old deed, 
recorded in Branford, Conn,, April 16, 1673, and which is 
signed by a Robert Malfby as one of the three witnesses. 

An old paper from which we shall quote later, speaks of a 
"Mr. Maltby* who has recently come to New Haven" on 

* The title Hon. was entirely unknown in our records until 1685, and subsequently 
for many years was applied only to the Governor, and seldom even to him. The 
next title was that of Esq. and meant the same as in England ixm-p, Elizabeth and 
James I. 

Mr. Thomas Wells was magistrate for 17 years; dep. Oov. 1 year, and was chosen 
Gov. the 2d time, before he was dignified with Esq. The next title was Gentleman, 
but seems to have been soon discarded in Conn. The prefix Master (Mr.) belonged 
to all gentlemen including those designated by the higher marks of rank. Master 
corresponds very nearly to the English word gentleman. In Conn, it embraced 
clergymen and planters of good family and estate who were members of the Gen. 
Court, those bred at an university and those of sufficient education to manage the 
general affairs of the colony, civil or eoclesiastical, and who had been sufficiently 
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account of political troubles, but does not give the Cbristiaii 
name. As William and John were young men at the time of 
their emigration, it seems probable that it was their father to 
whom reference is made, and that he was the Robert Maltby 
of this deed. This appears all the more likely from the fact 
that his name is associated with those of older men — James 
Bishop, who also signed, being the father-in-law of William 
Maltby. 

The following is a copy of the deed : 

Know all whom it may concern that I, Thomas Blatchley of Branford, 
in New England, husbandman, for and in consideration of the sum of 
one hundred pounds of lawful money of New England to me in hand, at 
and before the ensealing and delivery proof by William Maltbye, resi- 
dent at New Haven in New England aforesaid merchant, well and truly 
paid the receipt whereof, I the said Thomas Blachley do hereby acknowl- 
edge and myself to be therewith fully satisfied and thereof and of every 
part and parcel thereof, do clearly acquit and discharge the said William 
Maltbye, his executors and assigns, by these presents have granted alien- 
ated, bargained, sold, ensealed and confirmed and by these presents do 
grant, alienate, bargain, sell and enseal, confirm unto the said William 
Maltbye his heirs and assigns all that my dwelling house, barns, orchards, 
garden, homestead, with all other buildings and fencings there upon and 
all singular ways waters, commodities, privileges and appurtenances 
whatsoever, to the same, doth or hereafter may beloug or in any wise 
appertain with all my other rights and title to several parcels of land 
and meadow, viz :— Two acres be it more or less adjacent to Mulliners 
Neck, and my division therein, my land and meadow at the harbors 

well bom. Comparatively few of the representatives' of the town, even though 
they might be returned year after year, were honored with the title. To be called 
Mr. or to have one^s name recorded by the Secretary with that prefix 200 years ago 
was a more certain index of the rank of the individual as respects birth, education, 
and good moral character than any one of the high sounding titles with which 
many men of no merit whatever, in our day of swift locomotion are content to 
cajole others in order that they may be enriched in their turn with the same spuri- 
ous currency. ** It may be observed by reference to our colonial records that there 
were scores of men of good family and in honorable stations, who still did not 
possess all the requisite qualities of Master. It was seldom that young men of 
whatever rank were called Masters. Sir was sometimes applied to young gentle- 
men undergraduates at a college Mrs. was applied to the wives of Masters 

and also to unmarried females of the higher class. 

Military titles were con^dered of a very high order. Previous to 1654 the highest 
military officer in the colony was Captain.**— HoUister^s Hist, of Conn. 

Palfrey In Hist, of N. Eng. says : There was great punctiliousness in the applica- 
tion of both official and conventional titles. Only a small number of persons of the 
best condition (always including ministers and their wives) had Mr. or Mrs. prefixed 

to their names. Wm. Bradford, though at the head of the Brldgewater, 

Mass., proprietors, a son of the Gov. and himself often Lieut. Gov., was not entitled 
to "Mr." 

(Quoted from the **Tuttte Family."— O. F. TutOe.)

behoof of the said William Maltbye his heirs, executors and assigns for- 
ever, and I the said Thomas Blachley for myself, my heirs and executors 
and assigns, and every of them do covenant, grant and agree to and 
with the said William Maltbye his heirs, executors and assigns by these 
presents in manner following : that is to say, that the said William Malt- 
bye his heirs and assigns shall or lawfully may from this time to time 
and at all times hereafter peaceably and quietly have, hold, occupy and 
possess and enjoy the aforesaid house, bams, lands and all and singular 
other, the premises with the appurtenances without any the lawsuit 
trouble coercion —ejection, interruption, denial claim or demand what- 
soever of or by me the said Thomas Blachley my heirs, executors or 
assigns or any of them ; freed and discharged or by me the said Thomas 
Blachley my heirs, executors and administrators well and sufficiently 
saved and kept harmless and indemnified of from and from all, and all 
manner of former and other bargains, sales and gifts, grants, mortgages, 
jointures, dowries, title of dower, wills, entails, titles, trouble charges 
and encumbrances whatsoever have made, committed, done or suffered 
or to be had made committed, done or suffered by me the said Thomas 
Blachley, my heirs, executors and assigns or any of them, or any other 
person or persons lawfully claiming or to claim from by or under me, 
them, or any of them or by or through mine, their or them or any of 
their act, means and faults, privilege — consent or procurement. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this sixteenth 
day of April Anno Domini one thousand six hundred and seventy-three.

At a town meeting in the month of April 1678, Susanna the wife of 
Thomas Blachley did freely give her consent to the above written act 
and deed of sale. 

Recorded by me Eleazer Stent, Recorder. 
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An old paper which is in the posseesion of the family Btatee 
that " The family of Maltby originated in Saxony, and takes 
its name from the village of Maltby in Yorkshire, Eng., which 
has been in the possession of the family for more than eight 
hundred years." It says further, that " The first notice taken 
of the name in New England is in 1615-16* when a Mr. 
Maltby from the County of York in England emigrated to 
Connecticut." The paper also states that Hutchinson in his 
MS. Memorials mention him, and that, in the Historical 
Collections there is a letter concerning him written by John 
PundersoD to the Eev. W. Hutchenson, dated Jan. 16 — which 
speaks of him as " Mr. Maltby who has just come over from 
England " on account of political troubles, and says, " He now 
seems sorry for the aid he gave to the bad cause, and praises 
the clemency of the King in stopping his trial for high treason 
and permitting him to emigrate to America." 

William Maltby, who with his brother John emigrated to 
America about 1667, is said to have been from Yorkshire and 
of the rank of " gentleman." He is referred to in the Biog. 
and Annals of Yale Col. (Dexter) as Captain "William Maltby, 
and it states that his wife was Abigail, daughter of Dep. Gov. 
James Bishop. Savage mentions him as "comet of New 
Haven troop." He was a man of much prominence in Bran- 
ford, being magistrate, commissioner, representative or deputy, 
Justice of the Quorum, and usually called Judge Maltby. In 
some of the colonial records he is called "Esq. Judge W" 
Maltbie." 

In the Collections of the Mass. Hist. Soc, vol. 7, 4th series, 
is a letter from William Leete to John Winthrop, Jr., dated 
" New Haven, April 13, 1671," which contains this clause. 

** Here is no news with us, bat of Mr. Malbye^s arrival safe at Nevis ; 
that ship he went in being there cast away by hurrecane after the goodee 
were landed, and he since gone for England." 

Baldwin in his Branford Annals (N. H. Hist. Soc. Papers, 
vol. iii, p. 265), says : 

*^ Among the men who came to Branford soon after, or at the time of 
the Newark ezodiis,t were Eleazer Stent, William Rosewell, William 
Maltbie, and Samuel Pond, They became especially prominent."

''The Wilfords, Maultbiee, Barkers and Johnsons, that are leading 
names in Branford at this time, were of the merchant class and appar* 
ently wealthy. They became large landholders." 

'*The society at Branford at this period must have been most select, 
comprising the governor and others named," etc. 

It hafi been thought by some that Abigail Bishop may have 
been the second wife of William Maltby. The list of mem- 
bers embodied in the church Covenant of Branford, March 7, 
1687-8, begins in this way : " Samuel Russell,* "William Malt- 
by," etc., " and women, Elizabeth Barker, Hannah Maltby," 
etc. This Hannah Maltby may have been the first wife of 
William, as their names are mentioned together as church 
members until 1687 (?), or she may have been the wife of 
Robert and the mother of William. 

The tombstone of William Maltby and that of his wife 
Abigail, still stand in the burial ground at Branford, Conn. 
They are inscribed thus : 

*• Here lies William Maltby Esq., who died Sep. j* !•* 1710, aged 65 yrs." 

*' Here lies Abigail Maltby, wife of William Maltby Esq., who died Oct. 
y* 24»»» 1710, aged 51 yrs.?' 

The following is the will of William Maltby : 

I, William Maltby of Branford, Esq being this 28th day of August 
Anno Dom 1710 in y ninth year of her majts reign sick and weak in 
body but through the mercy of God of composed mind and sound 
memory do make and ordain this my last wiU and testament in manner 
and forme following— 

Imprimis I give and bequeath to my soul unto God that gave it and 
my body to a decent buriall at the discretion of my Executors hereafter 
named, hopeing only in the merits of Jesus Christ for the pardon of my 
sins and an interest in the ressurection of the just. 

And as for the dispose of that temporal estate which God of his 
bounty and goodness hath given to me I give and dispose the same as 
f oUoweth : 

First I give and bequeath unto my oldest sonn John Maltby all that 
house and land which I bought for him at Saybrook being all the lands 
I have there with the'appurtenentes thereof of which sd house and land 
my s** sonn now stands seized and possessed — Also I give and bequeath 
unto him my s** Sonn John Maltby my allottment of land which I bought

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of Capt. Merriman and Thomas Hall in quantity about one hundred 
acres lying between the bounds of Wallingford and Bfiddletown and an 
equall share with the rest of my children in my commons and undivided 
lands within the towne of Branford to be to him his heirs and assignee 
forever together with the severall particulars of personal estate which 
are mentioned particularly in my book of accounts. 

It I give and bequeath unto my Grandson William Maltby son and 
heir of my son William Maltby deceased the sum due to me on ballance 
of accounts between me and my son William Maltby deceased as it 
stand in my account book provided my daughter in law Elizabeth 
Maltby nor my s** Grandchild gives any trouble to my Executors or to 
any other children or heirs of mine respecting accounpts depending 
between me and my s<* son Wm. Maltby deceased but if they or either 
of them g^ves trouble respecting any accounts or dealings between my- 
self and my s*' son that then the s*^ summe due to balance y*^ accoimt 
between me and my s** sonn shall be paid to my Executors. Also I give 
and confirm unto my s^ grandson William Maltby sixty four acres of 
land at that place called Tibbs hill in the third division in Branford 
aforesd with the addition northward adjoining those unto which s^ 
parcell of land withe the appurtenances thereof I give unto him my 
said Grandson his heirs and assigns forever. It I give unto him a horse, 
colt & a mare colt of two years old to be paid by my Executors. 

Item — I give and bequeath unto my loving son Daniel Maltby all 
that house and land that he now stands in possession of in the town of 
Branford the homlott being in quantity ten acres be it more or less as 
also all my land at Mulliners neck and my divition there also. I further 
give my s<* son Daniel all my land on bushy plaine containing thirteen 
acres be it more or less all which land & appurtenances my will is shall 
be & remain to him his heirs & assigns forever. 

I give and bequeath unto my loving son Samuell Maltby my orchard 
that lieth eastward of my now dwelling house in Branford from the 
street to the salt meadow to be to him his heirs and assigns forever. 

Item — I give and bequeath unto my loving son Jonathan Maltby my 
mansion house I now dwell in within the precinct of Branford afores'd 
with the homlott of land thereto adjoining and belonging to gether with 
all housing, buildings, edifices and appurtenances thereunto belonging 
the before mentioned given to my son Samuell on the eastward side of 
it only excepted to be and belong to him his heirs and assigns forever. 

Item->I give and bequeath all my other lands arrable pasture or 
meadows not heretofore disposed of by me or devised in this my last 
will & testament within the precinct of Branford or elsewhere as the 
same shall appear on record to be equally divided to & between my 
sonns Samuell Maltby and Jonathan Maltby and to be and belong to 
them and their or each of their heirs and assigns forever. 

Item I give unto my daughter Jane Parker the bed. bedstead hang- 
ings and furniture thereof in my hall which wer her mothers. 

Item— I give and bequeath to my aforesd sonns John Maltby and 
Daniell Maltby the remainder of my fourth division lott beyond Tibbs 
Hill part of it being sold to Capt Fowler to be equally divided between 
them. 
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Item — My will is y^ my right of commonage and undivided land 
within the town of Branf ord be and shall be equally divided to and 
among all my children. 

Item— I give to my daughter Elizabeth Hoadley my cupboard with 
four drawers and long table. 

Item — My will is that if either or both of my sonns Samuel Maltby or 
Jonathan Maltby should dye before they arrive to to lawful age to 
receive their portions given to them that then the part of them or either 
of them above devised shall be and belong in equall parts to the rest of 
my surviving children. 

Lastly my will is and I do hereby nominate and appoint my dear and 
loving wife Abigaill Maltby and my sonn Samuel I Maltby to be joynt 
Executors of this my last will and testament and I give unto my sd dear 
wife the improvement of one third part of my reaU estate during her 
naturall life, desiring her to take care to see my just debts duly paid and 
I also desire my loving brother Mr. Samuell Bishop to be overseer and 
give assistance in the execution of this my last will and testament and 
do revoke all other wills heretofore by me made. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and scale in Bran- 
ford this twenty ninth day of August Anno Domini 1710 in the ninth 
year of her majestys reigne. 

I the s"^ Wm. Maltby do also bequeath five pounds to my son John 
Maltby's eldest sonne and five pounds to each of the rest of my eldest 
grandsons now living to be paid at money value by my Elxecutors and 
also five shillings apiece to each of my grand children.

Capt. Jonathan Maltbie, 3d, d. at Fairfield, Ct., Feb. 11, 
1798, aged 53 years. 

He served his country as 1st Lieutenant of the Continental 
Cruiser " Trumbull " during the Revolutionary War, and at 
the time of his death, was in command of the "Argus," a 
cutter in the service of the United States for the protection of 
the revenue.

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country and persevered to obtain their Liberties and Inde- 
pendence. They fell and bled in the good cause. Some of 
the first young men, the flower of Northford, fell in the con- 
test, much lamented. May 1775, Capt. William Douglas com- 
manded a warlike band. Sergeant Levi Munson, Corporals 
Josiah Fowler, Jun., and Benjamin Henshaw, privates Nathan- 
iel Bunnel, Caleb Cooke, John Elwell, Samuel Cook, Joseph 
Hawkins, Abner Tharp (Thorp?) from Northford. He 
marched to New York thence to the capture of St. John's, 
Canada. The capture of that place occasioned a thrill of joy. 
A brother of Gen. Ethan Allen brought the good news to New 
Haven. 

Col. Fitch ordered out the cannon ; thirteen thunders, one 
for each state echoed to the shouts of the warm hearted free- 
men. The gallant Allen, soldier like, leaped on to a cannon at 
the last fire, swung his hat and cried " God save the Continen- 
tal Congress." " Three Cheers." O, it was done to the life. 
It was my first term in Yale College. January 17, 1776 
another detachment under Major Douglas of three months' 
men was ordered to New York. Ensign Titus Monson (died 
on Long Island March, 1776) Joseph Bunel, Solomon Linly, 
and my brother Thaddeus Maltby were a part. Again in 
May, 1776, Lieut. Ambrose Baldwin, Sergeant Benjamin 
Norton, Corporal Thaddeus Maltby and Dan Bartholomew ; 
Peter Famum, Factor Munroe and Dick Negro, seven men from 
that little village marched to the Northern army. Four of 
these free born sons fell victims in the cause of their country. 
Thaddeus Maltby, Dan Bartholomew, Factor Monroe and Dick 
Negro and two of the militia to New York, Edwin Foot and 
Dan Page. Col. Douglas <^mmands the regiment of leather 
caps (cap of his invention). It was said to be the first regiment 
of the Connecticut troops. In August the militia were 
ordered to New York and Col. Douglas acts as General of 
Brigade. After his decease May 1777, the Eeg. was com- 
manded by Col. Meigs during the war. The regiment was 
always a terror to the enemy. Sergeant Levi Munson and 
Ser. Benjamin Norton early entered the army and retired 
1783. Lieut. Sergeant Munson was captured with Gen. Allen 
and was in prison with him two years in England. On his 
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exchange he was told " Ton have seen enough yon will never 
fight us again." " I will fight you the first opportunity," was 
his reply. He was appointed Lieutenant and served during 
the war. Capt. Isaac Foote was a warm and active officer ; 
commanded a detachment of the troop to New York 1776. 
Jonathan Maltby and Solomon Talmage of the same troop 
with others were dispatched under Capt. Treat of Milford to 
the capture of Burgoyne. Her sons were in many battles. 
Mr. Josiah Fowler and others were with Major Meigs in the 
expedition to Long Island when ninety of the enemy were 
captured. 

They were guarded one night in the Episcopal Church in 
Northford on their way to Hartford. Mr. Elihu Fowler was 
in the battle at White Plains (was a marksman), said he had 
many fair shots at the enemy as he ever had at a squirrel. 
Jonathan Fitch served during, and Peter Lyon were at the 
taking of Cornwallis, and in many other perils of the Revolu- 
tion. 

The whole mass were engaged in emergencies and North- 
ford left destitute of male inhabitants. When the enemy came 
to New Haven some of the dear patriot ladies for fear fled to 
the mountains with bed and bedding, assisted by a faithful 
colored man. Capt. Jonathan Munson, Capt. Solomon Tal- 
mage, Mr. Elihu Foot, Squire John Potter and Mr. James 
Linly were pensioners. The war of the Revolution was a time 
that tried men's souls and women's too, sometimes. Vile 
characters would tell frightful stories that the enemy were 
coming, to frighten the women and amuse themselves. Blessed 
the God of love and peace ; we live in the time of tranquility 
and in the Land of Freedom. 

Northford has furnished a large proportion of Teachers of 
Church Music. Rev. Lemuel Tyler of Preston, Conn., taught 
in Fairfield and in Fishkill, N. T. Dr. Augustus WiUiams of 
Canandaigua, N. Y., taught in Newburyport, Mass. Gen. 
Isaac Maltby and Col. Stephen Maltby were eminent teachers, 
were much employed at home and abroad. Mr. Solomon 
Fowler and Mr. Levi Fowler were teachers. Mr. L. Fowler 
taught in Pennsylvania and many years in Northford. There 
has ever been a little band of vocal and instrumental music. 
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For more than sixty years church music has been cultivated. 
First by Eev. Andrew Law. Since, those taught by him and 
their descendants. There has been a larger proportion of dis- 
trict and high school teachers. Men and women at home and 
abroad have been much employed. Hence probably the 
remark " The vilZcbge exhibits a scholastic appea/romce.^^ 

New Haven, Oct. 28, 1847. Here it is worthy of remark 
that all the Pensioners (with one exception) are laid in the 
dust, and every one who taught church music, and of the 
thirty-one educated at Tale College twenty-two deceased. Of 
my class Hon. Elizur Goodrich and myself are all that I know 

of living. 

*' Soon will the guardian angel cheer 
My exit from this world of care.'*

The New Eng. Hist, and Gen. Register (1865), Vol. 19, p. 338, 
has an article headed: "Reminiscences connected with the 
War of 1812." It commences as follows : 

"In the summer of 1814 many portions of the militia of 
Mass. were called into actual service for the defence of the 
seaboard, especially in and near Boston." (Then mentions 
regiments and oflScers.) 

"Another brigade of the volunteer militia was organized and 
placed under the command of Brigadier General Isaac Maltby, 
of Hatfield." * * * (page 339.) "The regunent went into 
camp at Cambridgeport for a few days, but was soon removed 
to a place called Commercial P.oint, Dorchester, where were 
better accommodations. 

" At Commercial Point, the regiment was drilled daily in 
the manual exercise, marching, wheeling, etc. It was reviewed 
twice at a place called Cedar Point, and on Boston Common by 
Governor Strong, Adjutant-General Brooks, Generals Cobb, 
Mattoon, Whiton, Maltby, Blair and others, Genl. Cobb remark- 
ing, ' That regiment knows enough and ought to go home and 
let the ignorant come and learn.' " Page 341 says : " General 
Maltby was a representative in the legislature. He removed

to Waterloo, N. Y., where he died in 1819. He published

The will of James Allen of Kempston, Bedford Co., Eng., 
made Jan. 7, 1656 — ^proved Jan. 20, 165Y, names his "son 
Eoger in New England ;" his " daughter Joane, wife of 
Abraham Doolittle," etc, (See New Eng. Gen. Keg. (Jnly 
1892), pp. 330, 331.) 

1. RoGEB* Allen (or Alling) signed the contract " at the 
very beginning at New Haven." He was Sergeant, Deacon, 
and Treasurer of the Colony. 

He married Mary, d. of Thomas Nash.

The following concerning the English ancestors of David 
Atwater, the emigrant, is a copy of an original manuscript 
written by the late Eev. Edward E. Atwater, and kindly 
loaned the compiler by his widow. 

THE ATWATER FAMILY. 



Chaptbb I. 

The English Ancestors of the American Atwaters, 

All in America who bear the family name of Atwater are descended 
from David Atwater, who emigrating in 1687 from the Parish of Len- 
ham in the county of Kent, England, where his ancestors had resided 
about two centuries, became one of the first planters in New Haven, 
Connecticut. Of these ancestors of the emigrant, Thomas Atwater of

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Royton in Lenham was the earliest whose name has come down to us. His 
will, dated October 5, 1480, is on record at Canterbury. In it he men- 
tions Elinor his wife, Robert At water, Jr., and John Atwater, but without 
specifying the relation of the two last mentioned to the testator, be- 
queathing to them fields, which he calls by the name of Chote Croft 
and Brome Croft in the adjacent parish of Boughton Malherbe, and 
Langderfield and other property at Royton in Lenham. This will was 
proved April 16, 1486. Elinor, his widow, in her will, which was proved 
January 16, 1497, mentions Bromecroft and Deerfield. 

John Atwater y son of Thomas and Elinor, in his will proved July 14, 
1501, bequeaths his soul "to Almyghty God ; to our blessed lady, his 
mother ; and to all the holy company of heaven ; and my body to be 
buried in the churchyard of our Lady at Lenham." He mentions his 
sons, John and Robert ; his daughter Florence, wife of Walter Spyce ; 
and his daughter Thomasyne, wife of John Turner. After providing 
for others he continues, *' The residue of all my goods not bequeathed, 
I bequeath to the disposition of Maryon my wife and Robert my son ; 
the which Robert and Maryon I make my executors." 

" Robert Atwater, the elder," in a will dated Nov. 19, 1523, and proved 
Dec. 23, 1532, '* bequeaths his soul to Almighty Gk>d; our layde 
Saynte Marye his mother ; and all the holy company of Heaven ;" be- 
queaths ** two shillings toward the payment of and gilding of the images 
of our layde and Saint John in the * podelof t * of the church of Lenham, 
thirty-two shillings and three pence to a priest to syng and rede in the 
church of Lenham for my soule and for all Christian soules for the space 
of a quarter of a year." These are among other bequests of like charac- 
ter. Mention is made of his sisters Florence Spyce and Thomasyne 
Turner. 

Langderfield, which had descended to him from his grandfather, is 
one of the lands which he enumerates. Parkfields is the name of 
another property, which he devisee to his son John, and if John die 
without heirs, then to his son Thomas. As Parkfields was in possession 
of the descendants of Thomas till it became the property of David, who 
emigrated to America, we may conclude that John, the elder brother of 
Thomas, had no children. 

Thomas Atwaier in his will dated ** Nov. 88, 1547, and the 87th year 
of our sovereign Lord, Bang Henry the eighth," describes himself as 
" Thomas Atwater of Royton in the parish of Lenham." The will, 
which was proved three days after its date, mentions Johan his 
wife ; Thomas, Christopher, Edward, and William his sons ; and Alice 
his daughter. Tlie properties mentioned are *^one messuage called 
wards and one garden;" *' another messuage and one garden situate, 
lying, and being at Grant*s Gate at Royton, called ten acres of land ;" 
** my house which I now dwell in and garden ; " and ** twenty-two pieces 
of land," among which are **Derfield in Royton" and "Bromfield 
Bromecroft, and Randall's in Boughton Malherbe." He devises to his 
son Christopher, through whom is the line of descent to the American 
Atwaters, the messuage and garden at Grant's Gtete and five pieces of 
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land ; whereof one called Bromfield, another Bromecrof t, and one called 
Randall's were in Houghton Malherbe, and ^' the other two pieces adjoin 
near unto the house or messuage aforesaid.'* 

A provision of his will is as follows, viz : — 

" I will if any of my sons shall atain or sell of his or their lands or 
tenements before they or he shall come to the age of 81 years, then I 
will that all such lands and tenements shall remain immediately among 
his other brethren to be had to them and to their heirs forever." 

Christopher AttDateTj the second son of Thomas, died at Royton in 
1678. (2.) His wiU, dated Feb. 24, 1578, in the 16th of Queen Elizabeth, 
was proved on the sixth day of April next following. He mentions his 
wife Marion ; his sons, David, Matthew, George and John ; his daughter 
Joan ; his brothers, Thomas and William ; and '* nephew Adam Water," 

The following quotations from his will may be interesting to his de- 
scendants. 

" I trust my soul into the hands of Almighty God, trusting assuredly 
by his mercy and by the death and passion of our Savior Jesus Christ, 
to obtain remission and forgiveness of all my sins when it shall please 
Gk>d to take me." ** I will my body to be buried in the churchyard of 
Lenham aforesaid." 

'* This is the last will of me the said Christopher Atwater, made and 
delivered the day and year above written, conveying all my lands and 
tenements situate, lying and being in Lenham aforesaid and Boughton 
Malherbe or elsewhere." 

** First, I will that Marion my wife shall have the profit of my three 
pieces of land called Parkfields and Randalls, lying in Lenham and 
Boughton Malherbe, until my son David come to the full age of 24 
years. And when the said David cometh to the age of twenty and four 
years, I will that the said David shall have the three pieces of land 
called Parkfields and Randalls to be had to him and to his heirs forever." 

*' I will that the said Marion my wife shall have the issues and profits 
of my tenement that I now dwell in and the residue of my land until 
my son John cometh to the age of twenty and four years, I will that the 
said tenement and land not before willed shall remain unto the said 
Gteorge and John my sons, to be had to them and to their heirs forever. 

and if either the said George or John fortune to die without 

heirs, then I will the one to be the other's heir If any of my sons 

do alienate or sell his part before willed, before he come to the age of 
thirty years, then my will is that his brothers shall enter upon it as 
their own." 

** Further my will is that if it fortune my said wife to die before my 
children come to the age as is above limited and appointed, that my 
brothers Thomas and William, or one of them, shall receive the profit 
of my land to the use of my sons, and also have the order of bringing 
up my children until they severally come to the age as is aforesaid. 
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*' Further, my will is that if the said Marion, my wife fortune to 
marry before my children come to the age, that he with whom she shall 
fortmie to marry shall put in sufficient surety which shall be bound to 
my brothers Thomas and William, or to one of them, to perform all the 
bequests and legacies of this my last will and testament, or else the said 
Thomas and William, or one of them, shall receive the issues and profits 
of all my lands, to see this my last will well and truly performed, 
according to the true meaning thereof." 

The record of baptisms in the parish of Lenham commences about 
fifteen years before the death of Christopher Atwater. No record has 
been found of the baptism of David his eldest son, or of Joan his 
daughter ; probably for the reason that they were baptized before the 
record was commenced. On the second day of February, 1564 (5), his 
sons (George and Matthew were baptized, as appears from the following 
record, 

Mensis Februarius Dies 2. C^rgius filius Christopher 

Atwater l^ptizatus est 
Dies 2. Matthias filius Christopher 
Atwater baptizatus est ** 

The baptism of these two children on the same day suggests the hypo- 
thesis that they were twins. Oeorge is mentioned first in the parish 
register, and Matthew has prior mention in their father^s will. On the 
seventh day of March, 1567 (8), William, son of Christopher Atwater 
was baptized. ** William, son of Christopher Atwater was buried 
April 4, 1569." 

On the fifth day of March, 1569 (70), John, son of Christopher Atwater 
was baptized. This John Atwater, the youngest son of Christopher 
Atwater, became the father of that David Atwater who emigrated to 
America. If Christopher Atwater died in 1573 according to new style, 
his son John was at the decease of his father about three years old ; if 
1578 according to old style is meant, John was about four years old when 
his father died. 

Joan, the only daughter of Christopher Atwater, married Stephen 
Cook of Smarden, in Kent, by whom, as appears from the wills of her 
brothers, she had three children, viz : — John, Amy, whose name after 
marriage was Amy Atwood, and Marion, whose name became by mar- 
riage, Marion Best. 

Of Matthew Atwater, no later mention has been found, than that in 
his father's will bequeathing to him Bromfield in Houghton Malherbe. 
The absence of his name from the wills of his brothers leads to the con- 
clusion that he died earlier than they and without issue. 

David Atwater^ the eldest son of Christopher, made his will, July 15, 
1620. He was then residing in the adjoiuing parish of Charing. His 
burial is thus recorded on the parish register of Lenham. 

'* 1620, July 11th. David Atwater was buried, being of Charing."* 

* There la of oourae a mistake in some of these dates. I think the Parish Register 
gives the date of burial incorrectly. 
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His will was proved Sept. 27, 1620, by the oath of Susannah Atwater, 
widow, the relict, the sole executrix. In it he mentions his wife Susan, 
brothers George and John, the children of his sister Cook. The follow- 
ing extracts relate to the family of his brother John. 

''Item, I give and bequeath unto my brother, John Atwater, one 
annuity or yearly rent of four pounds, ten shillings, by the year, made 
unto me by one James Dowle of East Malinge in the county aforesaid, 
together with a Deed thereunto belonging to be had unto the said John 
Atwater, my brother, his heirs and assigns forever, he x)aying to Anne 
his daughter the sum of ten pounds lawful money of England.*' 

" I give and bequeath unto George Atwater, my brother, my house 
called the Vine, lying and being in the town of Lenham aforesaid, and 
one piece or parcel of land lying and being in Westwell aforesaid, to be 
had unto him and his assigns for and during the whole term of his 
natural life. After his decease I will that the said house called the 
Vine with all the appurtenances, lying and being in Lenham Town 
aforesaid shall be and remain unto David Atwater, my Godson, the son 
of my brother John Atwater, and to his heirs forever, and that my said 
piece or parcel of land lying and being in Westwell aforesaid, shall be 
and remain unto Joshua Atwater, one other of the sons of my brother, 
and to his heirs forever." 

*' Item, I give and bequeath imto John Atwater, my brother, aU those 

my lands called by the name aiid names of Parkfields and one piece 

or parcel of land called Randalls lying and being in Boughton Malherbe 
aforesaid to be had unto him for and during the whole term of his 
natural life : and after his decease, I will that the said lands shall be and 
remain tmto David Atwater his son and to his heirs forever." 

Charge Atwater, another son of Christopher, died in the parish of Rod- 
mersham in 1622. His will, dated February, 1621 (2), was proved April 
26, 1622. He mentions his wife Anne, the children of his brother John, 
viz : Joshua, David and Anne ; his sister, Joan Cook, wife of Stephen 
Cook of Smarden ; John Cook and Amy Atwood, her children ; and 
'' the children of Marion Best the daughter of the said Joan Cook." 

The following are extracts from his will. 

*'Item, I give and bequeath unto Anne, my aforesaid wife, all that 
my house, bams and buildings, with all my lands thereunto belonging, 
situate, lying and being in Lenham in the county of Kent and at a place 
called Grant's Gfate, to her during her natural lijfe ; and after her decease 
I give the said. house and lands unto David Atwater, the son of my 
brother, John Atwater." 

''Item, I give unto Joshua Atwater, the son of my brother John 
Atwater, Ten pounds." 

"Item, I give and bequeath imto Ann Atwater, the daughter of my 
brother John Atwater, Five pounds." " And my will is further that my 
wife shall appoint that after her decease, all such writings and evidences 
as concern the aforesaid lands shall be delivered to the hands of my 
nephew David Atwater. And I do make Ann my wife, my whole and 
sole executrix of this my last will and testament." 
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The legacies of money to Joshua, Anne, and others, amounting in all 
to twenty-eight pounds, are made payable by David. 

It thus appears that the brothers of John Atwater left at their decease, 
no surviving children. David probably had been the father of at least 
one child, for we find that Christopher Atwater the son of David 
Atwater was baptized March 25, 1002, and under the caption Burials, 
this record, '* 1618, June 80, Christopher, son of David Atwater." Leav- 
ing no children, these brothers devised to John and his sons, Joshua and 
David, all their real estate. 

From the above it appears that the English ancestors of 
David Atwater, the settler of New Haven, as far as traced, 
were:

David* Atwatbb was one of the first planters of New 
Haven, and in the first division of lands among the settlers a 
farm was assigned him in the " Neck," as the tract between 
Mill and Qainnipiac Kivers was called, npon which, it is 
believed, he lived till his death, which occurred Oct. 5, 1692. 

His wife was Damaris, d. of Thomas Sayre, of Southampton, 
L. I.* In New Haven town records it is stated, " She died 
April 1, 1691."

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BISHOP (JOHIT). 

1. John* Bishop, Settler of Guilford 1639, was one of the 
six men who purchspsed, in behalf of themfielves and others, of 
the sachem squaw of Menunkatuck, the Indian inhabitants 
consenting, the part of the town which lies between Rutamor 
(East River) and Agicomook (Stony Creek), constituting nearly 
all the present town of Guilford. The History of Guilford 
(Smith) gives the names of these six men as follows : Henry 
Whitfield, Rob't Kitchel,* William Leete, William Chittenden, 
John Bishop,* and John Caffinge. 

The first settlers of this town were adventurers from Surrey 
and Kent, near London, and, unlike their mercantile brethren 
who peopled New Haven, were mostly farmers. They called 
the town GuUford in remembrance of Guildford, a borough- 
town, the capital of Surrey, where many of them had lived. 

The six persons who purchased the land in behalf of the 
planters were to hold it in trust for them until a church should 
be formed to whom the power should be committed, but in 
fact until that time only four persons were intrusted with civil 
power, viz: Robert Kitchel,* William Chittenden, John 
Bishop,* and William Leete, for the administration of justice 
and the preservation of the peace. When the church was 
formed in 1643, the purchasers from the Indians accordingly 
resigned the deed to it, and these four persons declared that 
their power had ceased by the formation of the church. 

• 

The government of the New Haven colony, after the form- 
ation of the jurisdiction or combination in 1643, was vested 
in a general court for purposes affecting the whole community, 
which court consisted of two brauches ; one composed of the 
governor, deputy governor, and three or more magistrates; 
the other consisting of deputies elected, in some of the towns 
semi-annually, but in Guilford annually, to meet in the spring 
and fall of each year. " Mr. Desbrough was the first person 
appointed magistrate for Guilford, and his earliest assistants,

chosen by the freemen of the town, were "Wm. Chittenden, 
Wm. Leete, and Robert Kitchel,* and soon after Mr. John 
Bishop."* 

It is worthy of notice that John Bishop is almost invariably 
spoken of as " Mr." John Bishop. On page 23, of Smith's 
Hist, of GuUford, is a list of the freemen of Guilford made 
ont in 1657-8. Of the forty-seven men mentioned, the only 
two who have the prefix of respect are Mr. Bryan Ro8siter,f 
and " Mr. John Bishop." In view of this fact the following 
extract from the New Eng. Hist, and Gen. Register (Vol. 8, 
p. 156, 1854) is given. 

Mr. Bishop, the Taunton Sohoolmastbb. 

Lechf ord in his Plain Dealing (p. 40), in giving an account of the gath- 
ering of the church at ** Cohasset, alias Taunton," informs us that :— 

Master Hooke received ordination from the hands of one master 
Bishop, a School-Master, and one Parker, an husbandman.'* Hon. 
Francis Baylies in his researches while composing his ''Historical 
Memoir of the Ck>lon7 of New Plymouth," was unable to ascertain the 
Christian name of Bir. Bishop, but he met with some fact or facts 
which led him to think that Mr. Bishop afterwards removed to New 
Haven. (Baylies' Plym. Part H, pp. 265-282.) Rev. S. H. Emery (Min- 
istry of Taunton, Vol. I, p. 41) does not appear to have learned anything 
further respecting him, but Mr. Winson (History of Ouxbury, p. 228) 
has somewhere found ''an ancient freeman of Taunton" mentioned, 
who bore the name of " Mr. John Bishop." As no other "Bishop " has 
been met with early at Taunton, and as this person has the " honorable 
prefix of Mr." there is great probability that he was the schoolmaster 
mentioned by Lechf ord, who, I presume, was also the "Mr. Bishop" 
interested in the first purchase of Taunton, whose " rights," in 1675, 
were owned by St. George Massy. (Baylies' Plym. Part H, p. 277.) 

In view of these facts, I have queried whether the person who assisted 
at the Taunton ordination might not have been Rev. John Bishop, who 
afterward (about 1644) was settled at Stamford, in New Haven colony, 
as the successor of Rev. Richard Denton. Trumbull, in his History of 
Connecticut (Vol. I, p. 209), gives the following account of the Stamford 
minister and his settlement. 

" The church sent two of their members to seek them a minister. 
They traveled on foot to the eastward of Boston, where they found Mr. 
John Bishop, who left England before he had finished hie academical 
studies, and had completed his education in this country. They engaged 
him to go with them to Stamford. He travelled witii them on foot so

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great a difitance. The people were suited to him and he labored with 
them ia the ministry nearly fifty years. 

The fact that Mr. Bishop was found to the eastward of 

Boston does not, I think, render the above supposition improbable, as it 
is likely that he had left Taunton some time before this. 

(QuEBY. — ^Would not this description of the Mr. John 
Bishop, who, Mr. Baylie thinks, " removed to New Haven," 
apply equally well to Mr. John Bishop of Guilford ?)

1. Hon. William* Brenton, Colonial Governor of Rhode 
Island, came to Boston in the ship "Griffin," 1633, with 
Rev. John Cotton. He joined the church soon after his 
arrival, and was made ^^ teaching elder." He, with several

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friends who accompanied him, had ample means. His estate 
of Hammersmith took its name from his native place in 
England. From his arrival he occupied a leading position; 
freeman, May 14, 1634; representative, 1635; selectman, 
1634^7. In 1638 he accompanied Roger Williams to Rhode 
Island ; was president of that colony 1659 to 1663 ; returned 
to Boston, 1650, to attend to private business, and is recorded 
as selectman, 1652-7. He contributed more than any other, 
except one, for the erection of a town hall at Newport. He 
was made Governor of Rhode Island, 1666-67-68. He was 
at Taunton, 1670-72, and died at Newport (in 1674), where 
Brenton's Beach, Brenton's Reef, and Brenton's Point rep- 
resent the name. He also had large tracts of land on the 
present site of Litchfield, New Hampshire. 

His wife was Martha, daughter of Thomas Burton, Esq., of 
Newport, R. I., by whom he had eight children. Of these 
Sarah married Rev. Joseph Eliot. 

Some of the Brenton family adhered to the Royal cause 
in the Revolution, and left the country when the struggle 
terminated in favor of the patriots.

DAVENPORT. 

(Taken from the Davenport Oen. — A. B, Davenport.) 

Arms of Davenport: Argent, a chevron sable between three cross 
crosslets fitche^ of the second. 

Crest: On a wreath a felon's head, couped at the neck proper, 
haltered Or. 

Office indicated: Magisterial Sergeancy. 
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1. Oemus de Datjnepobte, born in 1086, and assumed the 
local name in the County of Chester, England. This is the 
date assigned to him by four pedigrees in the British Museum, 
and by the Bramhall pedigree, collated from the records of 
the College of Arms, Harl. MSS. 2119, etc., and which made 
him fifty years old at the birth of his son Richard. He wit- 
nessed a charter of enfranchisement of Gilbert Venables in 
the time of William II, or Henry I. 

2. BioHABD DE Dauneporte, bom in 1136, to whom Hugh 
Kevelioc, Earl of Chester, granted by charter the chief for- 
estership of the forests of Leek and Macclesfield, 1166. His 
wife was Amabilia, the daughter of Gilbert Venables, baron 
of Kinderton, whose father, Gilbert Venables, was the Nor- 
man grantee of Kinderton, Davenport, etc., before 1086. 
This Richard de Davenporte had also, in marriage with Ama- 
bilia, about 1176, a moiety of the township of Marton by 
grant from her brother William de Venables. This township 
is noticed in the Domesday survey and was held, together 
with other estates, by the Saxon thane Goderic. Prom various 
coincidences in the Domesday account, it appears that Wufric, 
who lived at the time of Edward the Confessor, 1040, and 
who was grandfather to Margaret Venables, the mother of 
Amabilia, was heir (probably brother) to Goderic, and that 
the Norman Conqueror, who had dispossessed the family in 
the first instance, readmitted them to Marton, Cranage, etc. 

8. Thomas de Davenpobte, living in the time of Henry II, 
or before 1189. 

4. BicHABD DE Davenpobtb, to whom Bandle BlundeviUe, 
Earl of Chester, granted by charter acquittance from suit in 
the Shire and Hundred Court, for himself and heirs, between 
1209 and 1226. 

5. Vivian de Davenpojte, to whom Bandle BlundeviUe, 
Earl of Chester, granted by charter the Grand Sergeancy of 
the forests of Leek and Macclesfield between 1209 and 1226, 
and also acquittance of juris, of County and Hundred. 

He married Beatrix, daughter of Bertrand de Hulme, 
Harleian MSS. 2094. 
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It appears that this grant of the office of grand sergeancy 
was made to Vivian Davenporte, agwmst his wiU^ as a com- 
pensation for the park and vivaries of Macclesfield, of which 
the earl had deprived him, but which Vivian did not consider 
an adequate compensation. 

The powers of this office were the highest which the earl 
could bestow, as it placed, in several cases, at the disposal of 
the sergeant and his itinerant subservients the lives of his 
subjects, without delay, and without appeal. 

At this period the illusive crest of the Davenportes is said 
to have been first adopted, and to have been borne upon the 
helmets of the master sergeants in their perambulations 
through the peak hills and the forests of Leek and Maccles- 
field, to the terror of the numerous gangs of banditti which 
then infested those wild districts. 

There is now in possession of the family at Caperthome, a 
long roll (without date, but very ancient) containing the names 
of the master robbers who were taken and beheaded in the 
time of Vivian, his son Roger, and grandson Thomas de 
Davenporte, and also of the fees paid to them in right of this 
sergeancy. From this it appears that the fee paid for a 
master robber was 2s. and one salmon, and for their compan- 
ions 12 pence each. There is also an account of the master 
robbers and their companions slain by the sergeants, and the 
fees thereon. 

6. BooEK Davenpoetb, of Davenporte, who married Mary, 
daughter of Robert Salemon of Wythington, with whom her 
husband had a moiety of Wythington, also a part of Tunstede 
and Wultroke, (Wheltrough). 

By an inquisition taken before Beginald de Gray, 16 year 
of Edward I, (1288) it is found that Boger de Davenporte 
held his sergeancy in the Hundred of Macclesfield in the 
Bach, etc., and that he shall find eight sergeants (one a horse- 
man) to keep the peace, who shaU come at the King's summons, 
at their own cost in the county, and at the King's cost when 
they shall have passed the Dee, or gone out of the county. 
The same Boger, in 1248, witnessed a deed of Alexander 
Wythington. He seems to have died in 1291. 
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Y. Sib Thomas Davenport, of Davenport, knight, married 
Ist, Agnes, daughter of Thomas de Macclesfield, who was bom 
in 1287. She was the mother of his children. His second 
wife was Roesia, daughter of Ralph de Vernon, and widow of 
Sir William de Brereton. 

Sir Thomas died in 1320, and his wife survived him in 1322. 

8. Thomas Davbnpobt de Wheltrough, to whom his father 
gave lands in Withington, Wheltrough, Marton, etc., etc., who 
became the ancestor of the Davenports of Wheltrough, Brom- 
hall, Henbury, Coventry, and Woodford (now also Caper- 

thome). He married Elizabeth , who survived her 

husband in 1339. 

9. Sir John Davenpoet, (called also Jenkin, to distinguish 
him from his elder brother of that name) knight, justice of 
Lancastershire, 1384, and who became the purchaser of Hen- 
bury. He married Elizabeth, daughter and co-heiress of Peter 
Legh, of Betcherton. 

10. Nicholas Davenpoet de Widford, ancestor of the 
Davenports of Woodford, etc., living in 1371, and had lands 
ajs by indenture in 1413 in Bredbury, Romiley, etc. 

He married EUena, widow of Edward Massey, of Timberly, 
in 1371. She died a widow in 1428. 

11. Chbistophes Davenpobt, of Woodford, eldest son and 
heir, inherited, together with the father's estate, the third part 
of the vill of Oxton in Wyrhall, 8 Henry V. (1421). He 
married Alica, daughter of Hugh Arderne of Harden and 
Alvanlay, by Cecilia, daughter of Ralph de Hide. Marriage 
articles dated 2 Henry V. (1415). 

12. John Davenpobt, of Woodford, died before Christopher, 
his father, 16 Edward IV. (1477). Married Alice, daughter of 
Ralph Prestwick. 

13. Nicholas Davenpobt, of Woodford, who died intestate 
before Feb. 9, 1522. His wife was Margaret, daughter of Sir 
Christopher Savage, of Clifton, Kt. ; feoffment for his jointure, 
Feb. 3, 1490. Surviving her husband, she made an acquittance

to her son John, 16 Henry YIII. (1525). Testament dated 
Dec. 12, 1542. Buried with her ancestors at Macclesfield. 

14. Chbistopheb Davenport, ancestor of the Davenports 
of Lowcrosse and Coventry. He married Emma, daughter 
and heiress of "John Blunt, of Benton-of -Trent, County of 
Stafford — about midway between Woodford and Coventry. 
Harl. MSS. 2094. His settlement in Coventry must have 
been about 1500. 

15. Edward Davenport, of Coventry, pewterer, who mar- 
ried a daughter of John Harford, Alderman of that city. In 
1534 he was chosen to the office of City Chamberlain, and in 
1540, to that of Sheriff. 

In 1550 he was chosen Mayor of Coventry, and during his 
Mayoralty, overruled all the county. 

16. Henry Davenport, of Coventry, who married for his 
1st wife, Winnifred, daughter of Kichard Bamabit. She was 
the mother of his children. His 2d wife was Elizabeth, 
daughter of Thomas of Gloucestershire. He was chosen 
Sheriff of Coventry in 1602, the same year that his younger 
brother, Christopher, was chosen to the Mayoralty, and whom 
he succeeded to that office in 1613. 

For many years subsequently, and even as late as 1624, he 
was Alderman of the city — ^that station being filled for the 
most part by those who had formerly been Mayor — and imply- 
ing a degree of honor and eminence which cannot be said to 
attach to that office in many of our American cities at the 
present day. 

The Armorial bearings of the Davenport family were con- 
firmed to Henry Davenport, of Coventry, Alderman, 3d in 
descent from Davenport, County of Chester, as follows : 

Arms : Argent, a chevron between three cross crosslets, fitche^ sable. 
Crest : A man's head couped at the shoulders, face in profile, proper, 
a rope around the neck Ar. 

Henry Davenport's ecclesiastical connection appears to have 
been with the Church of the Holy Trinity, in which his son 
John was baptized and which was erected some century or 
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two before, and has stood a monument of the founders, for 
about five hundred years, with material changes and additions. 

17. 1. Eev. John* Davenport, born 1597, and pursued his 
preparatory studies at tlie Free Grammar School of Coventry. 
He entered Merton College, Oxford, in 1613. After passing 
two years at Merton, he removed to Magdalen Hall in the 
same University, where he remained a short time, when he 
became a licensed minister. After officiating for a few months 
as chaplain at Hilton Castle, he removed to the metropolis, 
and having performed service for some five years in St. Law- 
rence Church, Old Jersey, London, he was elected in 1624, 
vicar in the neighboring Church of St. Stephens, in Coleman 
St., where he became a minister of note. La 1625, he returned 
to Magdalen Hall, and for some time performed his exercise 
for the degree of Bachelor of Divinity, which he received 
June 28th of that year, and soon after returned to London, 
where he was esteemed a person of excellent gifts in preaching 
and other qualities belonging to a divine. Here he labored 
for some years, till becoming a decided non-conformist, he 
resigned his charge at St. Stephens in 1633, went into Holland, 
and after some time returned to England, and in 1637 sailed 
for America. 

Of the causes which led to the emigration of Rev. John 
Davenport to America, the compiler of these pages will not 
speak, as it would be to enter into a field too extended for the 
purposes of this work. For some years he had been familiar, 
chiefly through his personal friend. Rev. John Cotton, with 
the weighty affairs that were going on in New England. He 
had taken an early interest in the formation of the Massachu- 
setts colony and contributed £50 toward the procurement of its 
charter. He was present at the meeting of the company in 
London, March 23, 1629, and also at those of March 30, April 
8, August 28, 29, and those of November and December 
following. Preparations, if not previously commenced, were 
at once entered upon for the formation of a colony to settle 
in New England, with Theophilus Eaton as their civil leader. 
Within the first two months of that year, this company had 
matured their plans, chartered a vessel — the " Hector " — and 
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made ready their proviflions and passengers, fitting both for 
the said voyage and plantation, most of them having there- 
upon engaged their whole estate. 

As the names of those who embarked in the " Hector " are 
not found in the register of the emigrants from London in 
that year, we conclude that they may have sailed from some 
other port. They arrived at Boston on the 26th of June, 1637. 

Mr. Davenport was heartily welcomed by Mr. Cotton and 
his associates, and more particularly as his assistance was now 
required in helping to stay the prevalence of Antinomian 
error, which seemed at this time, through the fanaticism of 
Ann Hutchinson and others, to have threatened the peace and 
purity of the churches. His preaching, and also his counsels 
in the Synod of that year, evidently had a favorable influence 
in the suppression of those dangerous errors. 

The wealth, intellectual endowments, and moral worth of 
this newly arrived company of emigrants, made it very desir- 
able with the already organized colonies of Plymouth and 
Massachusetts, to retain them among them, and to this end 
very liberal offers were made them. But reasons existed in 
their own minds why these urgent invitations could not be 
complied with ; " the refusal to accept which was regarded as 
almost an unkindness by those who coveted this accession to 
their strength." 

In the Fall of 1637, Mr. Eaton, and others of the company, 
made a journey to Connecticut, to explore the lands and 
harbors on the coast. They came to a place lying at the head 
of a harbor which sets up about four miles from Long Island 
Sound. Its Indian name was Quinnipiac. The explorers 
were much taken with the beauty and fertility of this tract 
of country, and most of them being Londoners, and accus- 
tomed to commercial pursuits, they deemed it a desirable 
site for the establishment of a commercial town. This place 
was therefore fixed upon for the location of their colony. On 
what is now the corner of Church and Meadow streets, they 
erected a hut, in which a few men remained for the winter to 
make preparations for the commencement of the settlement, 
while the rest returned to Massachusetts.* 

^ Seven men were left by Eaton, one beln^r John Beecher (from whom the late 
Dr. Lyman Beecher descended), another was Joseph Atwater, and another Francis 
Brown. (See Brown, Francis, Part 4.) 
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Early in the Spring the colonists prepared to remove to 
their new home in the wilderness. They sailed from Boston 
on the 13th of March, 1638. They reached Quinnipiac on 
the 14th of April, 1638. The next day was the Sabbath, and 
the armed men, with their wives and children, gathered at the 
beating of the drum, under a branching oak, to consecrate to 
God a new region reclaimed from heathen darkness. The 
subject of Rev. Mr. Davenport's discourse at this time was 
" The Temptations of the Wilderness." 

Soon after their arrival at Quinnipiac, these exiles formed 
and subscribed what they denominated a "plantation cov- 
enant." This may be considered the original civil contribu- 
tion of the New Haven colony. 

Having given themselves time for mature deliberation and 
wise counsel, " all the free planters," — by which was meant all 
who were engaged in planting the colony — on the 4rth of June, 
1639, convened in a large barn of Mr. Newman, and in formal 
manner proceeded to the organization of a civil government. 

Having founded their civil commonwealth, they proceeded 
to the organization of their church. On the 22d of August, 
1639, seven persons chosen out of their number, among whom 
Mr. Davenport was one, entered into a covenant with one 
another, and with Christ, and thus was constituted the first 
Church of New Haven. Being thus organized they proceeded 
to admit others of the company to their fellowship. 

Shortly after the church was instituted, Mr. Davenport was 
chosen pastor. 

Rev. John Davenport and his friend Gov. Eaton built their 
dwellings over against each other on the same street. Their 
houses were large and commodious. Gov. Eaton's stood on 
the north comer of Elm and Orange streets. It was buHt in 
the form of a capital E, had many apartments in it, and nine- 
teen fireplaces. Mr. Davenport's house, on the opposite side 
of Elm street, was built in the form of a cross, with the 
chimney in the center. Mr. Davenport's house had also many 
apartments and thirteen fireplaces. 

During the year 1642, letters were received, signed by 
Oliver Cromwell and several members of both houses of 
parliament, and also from some ministers in England, inviting 
9 
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Mr. Davenport, with Mr. Hooker, of Hartford, and Mr. 
Cotton, of Boston, to return to their native country, to assifit 
in settling the affairs of the great revolution, which was then 
in progress there, and more particularly with reference to 
securing the independency of the churches. 

Upon the receipt of this invitation the subject was duly 
weighed by the several ministers, and Mr. Davenport was 
strongly inclined to go, but his church considering the case, 
came to the conclusion "that in regard they had but one 
oflScer, they could not see the way clear to spare him for so 
long a time as such a journey required." 

In the cause of popular education, Mr. Davenport has justly 
been styled a leader. In 1654 he brought forward the plan 
of establishing a college in New Haven, for which the town 
made a donation of land. Through the correspondence of 
Davenport and Eaton, a donation of £500 sterling was also 
made by Governor Hopkins, who soon after died in England. 
With these funds the General Court erected the college school 
into a College for teaching the three learned languages, Latin, 
Greek and Hebrew, and for the education of youth in good 
literature, to fit them for the public service in church and 
commonwealth, and settled £40 a year out of the colony 
treasury, upon the preceptor, or rector, besides the salary from 
New Haven School, with £100 for a library. Mr. Davenport 
took the care of the colony school for several years, but in 
1660, The Rev. Jeremiah Peck* was appointed to that post. 
The convulsions of the time in 1664, the small number of 
inhabitants in the colony, and the subsequent removal of Mr. 
Davenport to Boston, prevented fhe carrying out of their 
designs for a college, and left the institution to terminate in a 
Grammar School, which continued to hold the Hopkins fund. 

The name of Mr. Davenport, more than that of almost any 
other man, has been associated with the history of those 
individuals commonly known as " the regicides." For more 
than a month they were hid in his house, when they removed 
across the street to Gov. Eaton's, then occupied by Mr. Jones. 
"Davenport's enlightened greatness, fidelity and intrepidity 
saved the Judges." 

* See pedU/ree. 
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In 1651 the second church in Boston, then jnst formed, 
extended a call to Mr. Davenport to settle among them, which, 
however, he felt it his duty to decline. In 1667 the Rev. 
John Wilson, who had been associated with the distinguished 
Cotton and Norton, as pastor of the First Church in Boston, 
died. That was the oldest church, except the one at Plymouth, 
and the most considerable one in the colonies. On the death 
of Mr. Wilson, Mr. Davenport was thought best fitted to 
succeed the eminent character who had ministered there. On 
the 27th of September, 1667, the call was made out, and a 
committee sent to New Haven to invite Mr. Davenport's 
removal to Boston. He looked upon the application with 
favor, and felt it his duty to accept. His removal from New 
Haven took place the last of April, just thirty years after the 
commencement of his ministry there. He arrived with his 
family at Boston on the 2d of May. He was installed on the 
9th of December. He was at this time more than seventy 
years of age. 

Mr. Davenport's ministry which had lasted nearly twenty 
years in England and thirty in New Haven, was of short 
duration in Boston. At the time of his removal his mental 
powers were in full vigor, and the church there anticipated 
the enjoyment of his ministry for many years. But his 
services on earth were fast drawing to a close. He had labored 
among them in the Gospel but about two years, when on the 
15th of March, 1670, he was suddenly seized with an apoplexy 
in which he was dismissed from a life of faithful and unre- 
mitted labor, and removed to his eterual rest. He died in the 
seventy-third year of his age, and was buried with every testi- 
monial of respect, in the tomb of the venerated Cotton. 
(This tomb is in the burying-ground of the Stone Chapel 
Church on Tremont street.) 

It may be added of Mr. Davenport, that he was a most 
faithful patriot. He was engaged in all the great interests of 
the New England Colonies. His plans were laid, not for the 
good of the generation then existing alone — they embodied 
principles which were designed to develop their fruit for coming 
ages. But his efforts were more particulariy directed to the 
welfare of the colony of which he and his associate, Eaton, 
were styled the Aaron and Moses. 
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The wife of Rev. John Davenport was Elizabeth WoUey, 
who ifl buried in the King's Chapel Burial Grounds, Boston, 
near the tomb of Gov. Winthrop, and not far from the grave 
of her husband. Her tombstone bears this inscription : 

'' Hebe lybth bubied 

y« body of 

Mbs. ELIZABETH DAVENPORT 

WIFE OF Mr. John Davenport 

aged 78 years 

dec* September y 15"^ 1676." 

18. 2. John' Davenport, of New Haven, was bom, possi- 
bly during the residence of his father in London, probably 
not till the return of his mother from Holland in 1635, and 
was an only child. He did not accompany his parents to 
Boston, in 1637, but remained in the care of kind friends in 
or near London, and was probably for the most part of that 
and the following year, under the charge of Lady Vere,* whose 
kindness the father acknowledges in a letter under date of 
Sept. 28, 1639. 

He was brought to America by Mr. Fenwick in 1639, in one 
of the only two ships that ever came to New Haven from 
England. 

During his residence m New Haven, the son does not appear 
to have been much engaged in public affairs, although Dr. Stiles, 
in his History of the Regicides, in speaking of the Courts in 
New Haven, about the year 1661, mentions him as one of the 
judges. 

He was married Nov. 27, 1663, to Abigail, daughter of the 
Rev. Abraham Pierson, of Branford, Conn., who was a sister 
of Rev. Abraham Pierson, the first Rector of Tale College. 
In 1668 he removed with his family to Boston. After his 
removal to Boston, with his father, he was Register of Probate, 
from Jan. 31, 1675 to August 17, 1676, but at the time of his 

* To Lady Mary Vere, wbo was a Puritan of the Puritans, was assigned by the 
Longr Parliament, the charge ot three of the six surviving chUdn>n of Charles I, 
by his Queen Henrietta Maria, one of whom, the Princess Elizabeth, died in 1050, 
the next year after the execution of her father. Another was the Duke of York 
who was taken prisoner to Fairfax, at the age of thirteen and who came to the 
throne after his brother Charles II, under the title of James II. 
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death, which was March 21, 1677, he is called a merchant. 
His wife survived hun, and died at New Haven, July 20, 1718. 
Her grave is under the First (Center) Church. 

19. 8. Eev. John* Davenpokt, of Stamford, Conn., was bom 
in Boston, Feb. 22, 1668. He was graduated at Harvard College 
in 1687, and commenced preaching in 1690. In 1691 he was 
invited to become an assistant to the Rev. Mr. James, of East 
Hampton, L. I. This call was declined by Mr. Davenport. 
In 1693 he was called to the ministry in Stamford, Fairfield 
County, Conn. He was there ordained in 1694, and on the 
18th of April, 1695, he was married to Martha, widow of John 
Selleck, and daughter of Maj. Nathan Gold, of Fairfield. 
She died Dec. 1, 1712, and was buried at New Haven. He 
married 2d, Mrs. Elizabeth Maltby, daughter of John Morris. 
She died Jan. 11, 1758. Eev. John Davenport was a member 
of the Corporation of Yale College from 1707 till his death 
in 1781. He died Feb. 5, 1731. 

20. 4. Abigail* Davenport, daughter of Rev. John* and 
Martha (Gold) Davenport, was born July 14, 1696, and was 
married to the Eev. Stephen Williams, D.D., July 3, 1718. 
She died August 26, 1766. (See Williams.)

In the N. Eng. Hist, and Gen. Register for July, 1894, 
under the head of "Genealogical Gleanings in England," 
(Henry F. Waters, A.M.) is a collection of Eliot notes relating 
chiefly to the family of which a pedigree is given in the 
Visitations of Essex, published by the Harleian Society, for 
it is to that family Mr. Waters is convinced "our beloved 
Apostle to the Indians belonged." These notes include sev- 
eral wills and extracts from parish registers, which show 
plainly how closely connected the family of the Apostle was 
with the places with which the family whose pedigree is 
given was also connected. By the aid of these wills he suc- 
ceeds in placing two of the sons of Thomas and Elizabeth 
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(Wilson) Eliot of the pedigree, in Widford, "a place bo 
important in the history of our Indian Apostle, since it was 
there that he was bom and baptized." 

Amongst some baptismal records taken from the Registers 
of the Parish of St. John the Baptist, Widford, Hertford- 
shire, Eng., is that of "John Eliot, the son of Bennett 
Elliott, baptized the fifth day of August in the year of our 
Lord 1604." The marriage records show the marriage of 
Bennet Eliot and Lettese Aggar, Oct. 30, 1598. These were 
the parents of the Eev. John* Eliot who was educated at the 
University of Cambridge, Eng., and who emigrated to America 
in 1631. He arrived at Boston in the ship "Lion," on the 
third of November, 1631, in company with Gov. Winthrop's 
wife and children, and about sixty others. Immediately on 
his arrival he took charge of the First Church in Boston, the 
pastor, Mr. Wilson, having temporarily gone to England on 
business. Previous to his leaving England, Mr. Eliot had 
betrothed himself to a young woman whose name was Anne 
Mountfort, who followed him to New England and their 
marriage took place in October, 1632. 

Mr. Eliot continued in charge of the church in Boston until 
his removal to Roxbury where he was ordained Nov. 5, 1632, 
(being the first minister in that place) and continued until his 
death, a period of nearly sixty years. 

He soon conceived a strong passion for christianizing and 
improving the condition of the Indians, of whom there were 
a large number within the limits of the English plantation. 

He commenced his labors among them at Nonantum, in 
Newton, on the 28th of October, 1646. 

He executed several translations into the Indian language, 
the most noted of which is the Indian Bible. The New Testa- 
ment was published at Cambridge in September, 1661, under 
the auspices of the Society for Propagating the Gospel. Three 
years after the Old Testament was added, and the whole Bible, 
with a Catechism and the Psalms of David in metre, was thus 
given to the Indians in their own language, in forty years 
after the settlement of the country. 

Eliot's labors were far greater than those of any of the 
translators in Germany, France, or England, for they had 
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not only the facilities afforded by copies of the Bible in 
Latin, which was the conventional language of the priests and 
students of Europe, and the aid of their contemporaries in 
Biblical learning, but their versions were substitutions of their 
vernacular tongue for one which was equally as well known ; 
while his was in an unwritten and hitherto unknown language, 
which he was first obliged to learn, and after his Bible was 
published, to establish schools and prepare a grammar and 
other books for instructing the savages to read it ; and in all 
these arduous duties he had no assistant but an Indian boy. 
Thus a humble and modest, yet faithful and zealous pastor of 
a small Christian community, on the shores of a vast continent 
which was then almost an entire wilderness, alone achieved a 
work which excited the wonder and admiration of both hemi- 
spheres, and has rendered his name ever memorable in the 
annals of literature and piety. 

The exalted estimation which had been formed in Europe 
of the character and services of this Evangelist of the savages, 
may be inferred from the fact that Leusden, the Professor of 
Hebrew in the University of Utrecht, and one of the most 
distinguished scholars of the age, dedicated his "Hebrew- 
English Psalter, to the very Reverend and pious John Eliot, 
the indefatigable and faithful minister of Rippou, and Vener- 
able Apostle of the Indians in America ; who had translated 
and published, in the American tongue, by an Atlsen labor, 
the Bible ; and first preached the Word of God to the Ameri- 
cans in the Indian tongue." 

Equally distinguished for learning, piety, and philanthropy, 
this excellent man acquired the esteem and respect of his con- 
temporaries, and left a name dear to his adopted country and 
illustrious throughout the world, as the first herald of Chris- 
tianity to the savages of North America. His parochial 
duties were performed with zeal and fideUty, which evinced 
the purest principles of religion and the kindest feelings of 
benevolence. As a missionary, he relinquished the endear- 
ments of civilized society, encountered the dangers of the 
wilderness, and participated in the privations of the wild, 
precarious, and comfortless life of barbarians. With such holy 
ardor and untiring perseverance did he prosecute his great 
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and commendable labors, as to have acquired the exalted title 
of " The Apostle to the Indians." 

Mr. Eliot was anxious to promote the cause of education as 
well as religion, and in 1689, the year previous to his death, 
conveyed an estate of about seventy-five acres of land to 
certain persons and their heirs as trustees, for ^' the maintenance, 
support, and encouragement of a school and schoolmaster at 
that part of Roxbury commonly called Jamaica, or the Pond 
Plains, for the teaching and instructing of the children of that 
end of the town (together with such Indians and negroes as 
shall or may come to the said school) and to no other use, intent 
or purpose whatever." This was the origin of the " Roxbury 
School Fund." 

When Mr. Eliot became old and could no longer preach, 
and knowing that Roxbury had cheerfully supported two min- 
isters by voluntary contributions for a long time, he requested 
permission to relinquish his annual compensation. But the 
society informed him that they considered his presence worth 
any sum granted for his support, even if he were super- 
annuated, so as to do no further service for them. 

Having presided over the church of Roxbury for nearly 
sixty years, this reverend pastor calmly ended his earthly 
existence on the 20th of May, 1690, in the eighty-sixth year 
of his age. His remains were placed in what was called the 
3fmister*8 Tombj in the first burying ground. Anne Mount- 
fort, his wife, died March 24, 1687, aged 84.

or two, he settled in Guilford, Conn. No detailed account of

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his life haa been transmitted, but he is referred to by his con- 
temporaries as a man of strong mind and ardent piety. He 
delivered an annual sermon before the General Assembly, on 
the records of which body his name occurs several times, and 
from which body he received a grant of land, probably as an 
acknowledgment of his services upon the occasion referred to.* 

The Rev. Joseph Eliot continued to discharge the pastoral 
ofBce at Guilford until his death, which occurred on the 24^th 
of May, 1694. His will is on record at the Probate OfBce in 
New Haven. 

He married 1st, Sarah, daughter of Gov. William Brenton, 
of Rhode Island ; he married 2d, Mary, daughter of Hon. 
Samuel Wyllys, of Hartford. Mary, his wife, died Oct. 11, 
1729, aged 73.

1. Thomas* Fobd came to this country in the " Mary and 
John," and founded, with the rest of the company, the new 
Dorchester of the new world. 

" Great pains were taken," it is said in the History of Dor- 
chester, '^ to construct this company of such materials as should 
compose a well-ordered settlement, containing aU the elements 
of an independent community. Several gentlemen past middle 
life, with adult families and good estates, were added : Henry 
Wolcott, Thomas Ford, and four others were of this class." 
He was one of the early settlers of Windsor, Conn. He was 
deputy to the General Court in 1637-8-9-40, and grand juror 
in 1643. His wife died in Windsor, Apr. 18, 1643, and he 
married 2d, Mrs. Ann Scott, wid. of Thomas Scott. He 
removed to Northampton, and probably at the same time with 
John Strong, in 1659. He died in Northampton, Nov. 28, 
1676. He had four daughters, if not more, and what sons, if 
any, does not appear. His daughters were :

FOWLER. 

1. WiLLLiAM* Fowler arrived at Boston from England, 
June 26, 1637. He came to New Haven with Kev. John 
Davenport, Theophilus Eaton, Peter Prudden, etc., leaving 
Boston March 30, 1638. A Deed of the town of Milford was 
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given William Fowler, et al. Feb. 12, 1639. A privilege of 
a mill was given him March 9, 1640 — the firBt mill in the 
colony — to which he afterwards added a saw mill. Oct. 26, 
1643, he was chosen Magistrate of the Colony of New Haven, 
with Edmund Tapp. William Fowler, et al., imposed 
hands on the Kev. Peter Prudden at his installation Aug. 22, 
1689.

WHEREIN HE USED THIS STONE. 

Mr. Fowler held the three important positions of Trustee, 
Pillar of the Church and Judge. 

At the combination of Milford and Guilford with New 
Haven, in 1643, and the establishment of the jurisdiction of 
" the New Haven Colony," Mr. Fowler was selected as the 
Chief Magistrate of Milford, which he held for several years, 
and was succeeded at his death by Mr. Benjamin Fenn. He 
was evidently a man of much practical knowledge, energetic 
and persevering. He early discovered the advantages and 
facilities furnished by the river or stream running through the 
town, and at once determined to secure them to the community. 

Since that period nine generations of the Fowlers have suc- 
cessfully conducted its operations, and recently the eighth 
William Fowler has completed the fifth mill in succession on 
the precise spot, confirming the wisdom of his honored ances- 
tor whose keen eye discerned the advantages and facilities 
presented, when single handed in a country scarcely a year old. 
He accepted the situation and at once proceeded to control the 
water power in its natural condition, to block out a location, to

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build the dam, quarry out the millstones and obtain the iron 
and other necessary materials with the h'mited means of trans- 
portation the wilderness afforded, and all this was to be done 
in the midst of arduous duties thrust upon him, filling various 
ofBces, and a leading citizen in the numerous projected improve- 
ments in progress. 

The stone presented to the committee by the present ener- 
getic proprietor and bearing the inscription, tradition says, has 
lain dormant about the premises for centuries, and which on 
examination by geologists and antiquarians, has been pro- 
nounced as doubtless the original millstone quarried and hewn 
out by Mr. Fowler and used' temporarily, until a better substi- 
tute could be obtained. 

It is now acknowledged to be the oldest business establish- 
ment of its kind in the country ; and the present proprietor's 
grandson is the 10th William Fowler in a direct line. 

On the buttress is cut Law, Order, Morality, Liberty, Charity, 
to typify the principles that buttress our institutions. The 
gift, a special contribution of Charles H. Trowbridge, Esq.'' 

2. JoHif FowLEE, son of William* married in 1647, Mary, 
daughter of George Hubbard. With his father-in-law John 
Fowler removed to Guilford, where he was an original planter. 
He was deacon of the church in 1664. He was Deputy to 
New Haven, and after the union of the colonies he was Deputy 
eight out of ten years.

GOLD. 

1. Hon. Nathan* Gold, or as he was more frequently 
called, Major Nathan Gold, was one of the most prominent 
men of his time in his part of the community. Savage says 
of him, that he was Governor's Assistant 1657, and every year 
following named for some rank in Royal Chart of 1662. In 
1670 he was the richest inhabitant. He died Mar. 4:, 1694. 
Hifl wife wa8 Martha, wid. of Edmund Harvey. 

The Hist, of Fairfield — Schenckj gives an account of some 
of the services which he rendered his country, and from which 
the following extracts are taken. 

In 1657 Nathan Gold was nominated to be made a magis- 
trate, or one of the judges of the General Court. "Since 
Ludlow* left Fairfield an apathy had crept over the town, 
such as is experienced when a great man, who has been a 
leader in a community, has been removed : and for the first 
few years there appeared to be no one to take his place. 
Meanwhile Nathan Gold had gradually won the confidence of 
the people. He had been the town clerk, a judge of the sea- 
side courts, had proved an efficient captain in the train-band ; 
and had gradually become known to the outside public. From 
this time he became the leading spirit of the town. He was 
made an assistant of the General Court at the May election, 
and at the same time was appointed lieutenant of the militia 
of Fairfield." " At a General Court held at Hartford, March 
16, (1658), the first cavalry force, consisting of thirty horse- 
men, was established in Connecticut." " At the May election 
(1660), Lieut. Nathan Gold was elected one of the magistrates 
of the Gen. Court." . . . . " Liberty was granted to Fairfield, 

* He was, to all intents and purposes, the first Governor of Connecticut. 
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Stratford, and Norwalk to gather out of the three towns a small 
cavalry troop of horse, with two meet oflScers added to exer- 
cise them, of their own choosing ; & the troopers to be snch 
as are approved by Lieut. Nathan Gold, Mr. Fairchild* & Mr. 
Camfield." .... "This was the jSrst cavalry force of Fair- 
field. Lieutenant Nathan Gold, William Hill,* Judges Alex- 
ander Knowles* and Camfield were appointed to settle the 
difference between the Norwalk inhabitants and the Indians in 
that place." . ..." At the annual election, Nathan Gold (1662) 
was chosen at the Gen. Court." .... Assistant, May election, 

(1662) The name of Major Nathan Gold was included 

in the charter read at the assembling of the Gen. Court on the 
9th of November (1662), when they met to hear the reading 

of the new charter granted by King Charles II." 

"Nathan Gold and Assistants Camfield and Sherman* were 
appointed to hold a court at Fairfield, to settle all controversies 
according to the tenor of the charter ; and the towns of Stam- 
ford, Greenwich and Westchester were referred to the said 
court for this purpose." " At the May election, Lieutenant 
Gold was elected a magistrate of the Gen. Assembly." .... 
In 1663-4 " Lieutenant Gold, of Fairfield, with three other 
gentlemen, were appointed ' to accompany Governor Winthrop 
to New York, to congratulate his Majestie's Honorable Com- 
missioners ; &, if a fitting opportunity offered, to settle the 
bounds between the Duke's patent, & that of Connecticut.' " 
Lieut. Gold was appointed one of a committee to settle with 
the Indian chief, Hammonassett, in regard to his lands in the 

eastern part of the colony He was also made one of 

another committee to settle troubles which had arisen about 
the towns of Stamford and Westchester " An impor- 
tant town meeting was held at Fairfield, Feb. 15th. Lieut. 
Gold was chosen moderator." .... At May election, 1665, 

Lieut. Gold elected assistant "Lieutenant Gold, 

Assistants Sherman,* Camfield, Judson, Laws.* and Lieut. 
Olmstead,* or any three of them, were appointed a committee 
to guard the towns from Stratford to Rye, and to order the 

best way for relief in case of an attack." "At the 

court of election in May (1666), Nathan Gold was made an 

*8eepedigree. 
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assistant of the Gen. Assembly." .... "About ihis time 
Nathan Gold received the title of Major."t 

In October (1667) the General Assembly gi*anted Major 
Gold three hundred acres of land for a farm, forty acres of 
which were to be meadow land, if as much could be found, 
provided it did not interfere with any previous grant, or be 
injurious to any plantation. In 1670 Major Gold, Jehu 
Burr and John Burr were granted liberty to purchase Wyante- 
nuck:|: and the lands adjacent for a plantation. Nathan Gold, 
Jehu Burr and William Hill,* of Fairfield, Thomas Fair- 
child,* of Stratford, and Thomas Fitch,* of Norwalk, were 
appointed a committee 'for the well ordering of the same, & 
also to entertain the inhabitants.' " 

"In 1671, Major Gold was voted two hundred and fifty 
acres to be added to his proportion." 

In 1672 " Major Gold was made commander-in-ehief of the 
forces of Fairfield County." Major Gold was appointed on 
nearly every committee in the place, and in 1675 he gave very 
efBcient aid in preparing for the war which seemed imminent. 
" His name was added to the council at this time." .... " The 
Indians throughout the western part of Connecticut, were 
more or less influenced by the war spirit of the eastern part of 
the colony. At Mil ford they became very troublesome. It 
does not appear, however, that the Indians about Fairfield 
ventured to offer hostilities. 

The town of Fairfield was the military center of the county, 
and too strongly fortified for the Indians to attack it, even if 
they had the inclination. Major Gold was constantly engaged 
in forwarding men, grain, provisions and clothing for the 

troops to Hartford and New London "On the 9th 

Major Gold ' and the gentry of that county ' received orders to 
forward forthwith to New London, for the famishing army, 
two hundred bushels of wheat baked into bread " . . . . "In 
all New England there was not a more energetic, constant 
laborer, in forwarding men, ammunition and supplies for the 
imited colonies than Major Gold " . . . . Dep. Gov. Bishop,* 
Major Gold, Captain John Allen, and William Pitkin were

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appointed a committee to visit Gov. Dongan, with instructions 
to extend to him the congratulations of the Assembly upon his 
arrival at 'New England, and his Highness' territories in 
America." .... Major Gold was made a judge of the com- 
mon pleas for the county of Fairfield." . ..." On the 13th 
of June (1639) the Gen. Court addressed a letter to Captain 

Leisler " etc In order to encourage him, they wrote 

that they had " appointed the Honored Major Nathan Gold, 
and Captain James Fitch " to go to New York, and report to 
them what help should be offered from Connecticut. Major 
Gold and Captain Fitch very soon after, rode on horseback to 
New York. News of their coming had preceded them, and 
mayor and aldermen of the city who had remained passive dur- 
ing the confusion of Leisler's remarkable proceedings, resolved 
to seek an interview with them before they reached the city." 

At the first colonial congress held in America, Major Gold 
and William Pitkin represented Connecticut (1690) May 1, at 
New York. " In response to a letter addressed to the Assembly 
from King William, for men and arms to be sent to fortify 
Albany, a special court was convened on the Yth of February," 
. . . . " Before another month passed, the inhabitants of Fair- 
field mourned with heartfelt grief the death of Major Nathan 
Gold. The town records give the following notice of his death : 
* Major Nathan Gold departed this life into the mansions of 
rest, upon the Day of Eest, on the Sabbath, it being the 4, of 
March, 1693-4.' Almost since his coming to Fairfield, for 
nearly forty years. Major Gold had been a leader in the politi- 
cal, military, and ecclesiastical affairs of the town and colony, 
a father to the town, and it had increased in thrift aad renown 
under his guiding wisdom and influence. 

His name for many years stood at the head of the list of 
assistant judges of the General Court. Under his supervision, 
band after band of soldiers was equipped with arms, ammuni- 
tion and provisions, and sent to the various fields of action to 
which they had been ordered. He saw vessels laden with sup- 
plies for these expeditions sail out of Black Eock, Bridgeport, 
and Mill River harbors, for Saybrook, New London, Provi- 
dence, Boston and New York. In every critical emergency, 
either in foreign or domestic relations, he was called upon to 
11 
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take an active part. His native intelligence, courtly bearing 
natural snavitj and winning manners, made him a fit person 
to be sent as an ambassador on many occasions of importance, 
to the councils of the courts of the neighboring colonies, and 
on special matters of interest to counsel with the governors of 
New York. He was frequently made the executive head of 
affairs when the magistrates of New York had occasion to seek 
for counsel and assistance from the colony ; in fact his position 
as the leading judge and military commander of Fairfield 
county, was one in which he exercised an influence almost 
equal to that of the governor himself. 

In the largeness of his executive ability, and in his quick 
conception of the best and most eflBicient way to promote the 
interests of the town and colony, he stood unrivaled. 

In the functions of his numerous offices, he tempered justice 
with mercy. No man in the country was more honored and 
respected than Nathan Gold, and none in New England stood 
higher in the esteem of the Lords of the Council Chamber at 
Whitehall. 

As a statesman he had but few superiors. He was keenly 
alive to the perplexities involved in establishing a republican 
form of government, and was cautious to preserve a respectful 
attitude to the orders of the reigning kings, who had occupied 
the throne of England in the course of his public career. He 
accumulated a handsome fortune during his residence in Fair- 
field, and was the largest land-holder, and called the richest 
man in the town. He was a staunch devotee of the Congrega- 
tional church, the principles of which he defended with the 
earnestness and zeal of the times in which he lived. He 
abhorred Popery, and was a bitter opponent of the Church of 
England. 

Every tribute of respect was paid to the memory of this 
remarkable man, so much honored and beloved at home and 
by multitudes throughout the country. The day on which he 
died was made one of deep lamentation in the church in which 
he had worshiped for forty-four years. Two funeral ser- 
mons were preached by the Rev. Joseph Webb, one in the 
morning and one in the afternoon of the following Sunday, from 
the 14th verse of the 13th chapter of II Kings : * Now Elisha 
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was fallen sick of his sickness whereof he died. And Joash, 
the King of Israel came down nnto him & wept over his face, 
& said, O, my father I my father I the chariot of Israel & the 
horsemen thereof.' " 

It has not been possible for the writer to give anything like 
a complete account of the services rendered by Nathan Gold 
to his country, but, surely, enough has been said to show that 
he was a man of uncommon ability and much distinction.

1. John' and Jeankb ( WoUen) Hall were the progenitors 
of the Halls of Wallingford, Conn. 

John Hall mnst have taken part in the Colonial wars, as in 
1698 we find a record of fifty acres of land being donated to 
Thomas Hall " in consideration of his father's services in the 
Peqnot war, 1637." 

In the original distribution of home lots at Wallingford, we 
find lots of eight to twelve acres assigned to John Hall, also, 
to his two sons, Samuel and Thomas. 

It is thought that the John Hall who first came to Boston, 
thence to New Haven, and finally to Wallingford, arrived in 
the ship "Griffin," in 1633. He, in company with John 
Walker,* William Brenton,* Thomas Hubbard, and John 
Baker, asked to be admitted as freemen 1634. He resided in 
Boston on the advent of Davenport's New Haven Colony in 
1637.

Having been engaged in the Peqaot war and having acquired 
some knowledge of the Connecticut country, he joined that 
colony shortly after it had established itself. In 1639 his 
name appears on the Colonial Records of New Haven in 
reference to several pieces of land, and about that time he 
signed the fundamental agreement which the others had signed 
the year before. His autograph may be found on page 4, 
Col. Rec. N. H. Shortly after his arrival in New Haven he 
married Jeanne WoUen, a young girl of good family and edu- 
cation, who had come from England with the Wilkes family, 
who were relatives of hers. (The Wollen family bear the 
crest, " a demi-lion, between its paws a cushion tasseled." 

From what portion of England John Hall came we have no 
certain proof, though the indications point to Coventry, War- 
wick. We find the family located there at this period, and 
among them many physicians, a profession which has been 
adopted by the Wallingf ord Halls to a surprising extent. 

From Hall Genealogy : 

*'That the descendants of Hon. John Hall, of Wallingf ord, Conn., 
(1670-1730) should have made use of armorial hearings was not strange, 
as the father occupied an exceptionally prominent civil and military 
position in Colonial days. The sons and grandsons are given the title of 
' Mr.' and Esq. on the tombstones. The eldest son also, the Hon. John, 
was a leading figure in the colony and father of Lyman Hall, signer of 
the Declaration, and Governor of Greorgia. Another son, Col. Street 
Hall, officer in the royal service and later prominent in the American 
army. Another, Col. Elisha Hall, who married the granddaughter of 
President Chauncey, was King's attorney, and a man of great wealth. 
He resided in London, England, at the time of his death. Was a devoted 
loyalist." 

Besides Dr. Lyman Hall, the signer of the Declaration, Dr. 
William Brenton Hall, Dr. Theopbilus Hall, and several others 
gained distinction in the profession. We note in the family 
of Hon. N. K. Hall, four physicians in a direct line. 

John Hall was born in England, 1605; died at Walling- 
ford. Conn., 1676 ; m. 1641, Jeanne Wollen, bom in England. 
Their children, all born in New Haven, were :

The HaU Genealogy says of the Hon. John Hall : 

"A relic of his days has been placed m the rooms of the New 
Haven Historical Society, by a descendant, Mrs. Israel Harrison. It is 
a long spear with a wooden handle, called a "Spontoon," and was 
carried by John Hall in the Indian Wars. It was used by officers to 
direct the movements of troops : placed upright in the ground it signified 
halt t pointed forward, to advance ! backward, to retreat ! 

*' Many of the Hon. Jno. Hall's descendants seem to have inherited 
their ancestor's ** virtues." They intermarried with the most prominent 
families of the state, such as the Laws, Pitkins, Chaunceys, Streets, 
Beachs, Atwaters, Foots, Parsons, etc., etc., and exercised a marked 
social and political influence in Ck)nnecticut for several generations." 
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A faneral sermon by the Rev. Samuel Whittlefiey is given 
after the foregoing, which gives a picture of John Hall's 
character and standing ; after that, a copy of his Will.

Jonathan Law, of Connecticut, by Anne {EUot) Law,- his first 
wife. She was granddaughter of Eev. Joseph Eliot, and 
great^anddanghter of Rev. John Eliot (the Apostle) and 
of Gov.

Rev. Samuel Hall was graduated at Yale College in 1716 ; 
became first pastor of the church in Cheshire in 1724. His 
church was organized with only eleven members, and in 1770 
had three hundred.

LAW. 

1. RioHABD* Law, Esq., King's attorney, who probably 
came from the north of England, either daring or before 
1635, was the first of this family in America. 

He settled first at Wethersfield and subsequently at Stam- 
ford, Conn. He was a man of much prominence, and was 
often a representatire, magistrate, and commissioner, under 
the jurisdiction of the New Haven Colony, and after the 
union he held the same offices in Connecticut. 

He married Margaret Kilboum, the eldest daughtei* of 
Thomas and Frances Kilboum. After living a short time at 
"Wethersfield, Richard Law removed in 1640 to Stamford, 
where he permanently located and died. 

He had one son, Jonathan ; and two daughters, Abigail and 
Sarah, who married two brothers, Jonathan and John Selleck, 
sons of David Selleck, of Boston. 
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2. HoK. Jonathait' Law, son of Eichard^ and Margaret 
{KUboum) Law, was bom at Wethersfield, 1636, and died 
Jan. 9, 1711-12. On coming of age he removed from Stam- 
ford to Milford, where he married, June 1, 1664, Sarah Clark, 
daughter of Dea. George and Sarah Clark, of Milford. Dea. 
George Clark was ancestor of Abraham Clark, a signer of the 
the Declaration of Independence, from New Jersey. Hon. 
Jonathan Law was an attorney of wide repute, a prominent 
citizen of and representative from his town. He died Jan. 9, 
1712. His only son by his wife Sarah Clarke was Gov. Jonathan 
Law, Colonial Governor of Connecticut, born in Milford, Aug. 
6, 1674 

3. GovBBNOB Jonathan* Law, son of Hon. Jonathan' and 
Sarah {Cla/rke) Law, Colonial Governor of Connecticut, was 
born in Milford, Aug. 6, 1674; was graduated at Harvard 
College, 1695. He was Clerk and Speaker of the House of 
Representatives; Judge of the Superior Court 9 years; Chief 
Justice, 16 years ; Lieut. Governor, 16 years ; and Governor, 
9 years. He died in oflSce, Nov.. 6, 1750. A Latin eulogy 
delivered by Pres. Stiles, of Yale, on the occasion of his death 
is extant. 

On his extensive estate near Cheshire, Conn., he planted 
mulberry trees, and was among the first in this country to 
introduce the raising of silk-worms. 

He was a man of broad views, and displayed his enterprise 
in various ways calculated to advance the interest of the 
Colony. His tomb may still be seen in Milford. 

He was married five times. 1st on the 20th of December, 
1698, to Anne Eliot, daughter of Kev. Joseph and Sarah 
{Brenton) Eliot, by whom he had Anne, bom 1702, died 1775. 
Anne was the third child, and the only one th^t lived to reach 
mature years. 

Through Governor Law's marriage with Anne Eliot the 
family received considerable land and property. 

Governor Jonathan Law's second wife was Abigail Arnold, 
of the well known Ehode Island family of that period. He 
married 3d, Abigail Andrew, daughter of Eev. Samuel Andrew, 
minister at Milford and Eector of Yale College. He married 
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4ih9 Sarah BniTy of Fairfield, Conn, flis fifth wife, married 
in 1729, was Eunice Hall, sister of the Rev. Samnd HalL 
(Ber. Samuel Hall was the son-in-law of Got. Law, he having 
previoosly married Got. Law's daughter Anne, hy his first 
wife, Anne Eliot.)

As the tower was a prominent feature in the work and oonespand- 
inglj ezpensiret mnch doubt was felt as to the ability of the Committee 
to raise the required amount, at least to erect a fitting stnictuxe in honor 
of tiie two govemoTB, who, buried in our GraTe-yard, were so important 
in the history of the colony. The door-etep of Got. Law*s house had 
been preserved by Capt. Marcus Stow, and was in possession of his 
daughter, Mrs. Mary 8. Beardsley (wife of Hezekiah B. Beardsley) who 
refused to sell, but generously gave the stone to the Committee for such 
use and inscription as they saw fit. It was first contemplated placing it 
in the arch, orer the Tower door, but the arch being inadequate, with 
other objections, changed its setting to the east end of the Bridge, and 
it is preseired in its entirety. Hie inscription reads :

1605, and 
preached, perhaps at Egerton, in Kent, but certainly in London, 
where Bishop Laud caused him to be imprisoned for it for two 
years, in which time his wife died.

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On being liberated from prison he embarked for Boston, in 
1684, and went to Scitnate the same year, where he married a 
second wife Ann . 

He removed to Barnstable with a large part of his flock, 
Oct. 11, 1639, and was held in honor to his death, Nov. 8, 
1663. His will made 10th of Angnst before, provides for his 
wife, the eldest son Thomas, and Benjamin, besides John, who 
was in England, and daughters Jane and Barbara. Jane mar- 
ried 1685 Samnel Fuller. Barbara married, 1638, 

Emerson, and Abigail married 1657, James Clark. 

^' It is much regretted that no better account of this eminent 
confessor is obtainable than a descendant of our days compiled 
in 2 Hist.

2. Samuel,' son of Rev. John,' bom in England, one of the 
first settlers of New London, 1648, had married at Barnstable, 
Nov. 28, 1644, Elizabeth Scudder (probably sister of John).

1. BicHARD* Lthan, Boxburj 1631, was bom at High 
Ongar, baptized Oct. 30, 1580, and came in the "Lion*' with 
Eliot, bringing with other children, John, bom Sept., 1623. 
He was an original proprietor of Hartford, where he died in 
1640. His will, of the 22d of April that year, is first in the 
yalnable work of Trumbull, Col. Rec. I, 442-3, followed by 
the inventory. His widow, Sarah Osborne, died soon after.

1. William* Maltby, the emigrant ancestor, has been suflS- 
ciently described in that part of this work pertaining especially 
to the Maltby family. 

He was an important man in his time, and repeatedly repre- 
sentative or deputy to the General Court ; magistrate ; commi^h 
sioner; town clerk for many years; Justice of the Quorum; 
Captain ; and usually called Judge Maltby, although sometimes 
spoken of as Captain Maltby. Savage says, that he was Cornet 
of the New Haven troop. He was a man of large means. For 
anything further concerning him see the notes in regard to 
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him in the first part of this book. His wife was Abigail, 
daughter of Dep. Gov. James Bishop. She may have been 

a second wife ; if so, his first wife was probably Hannah . 

WiUiam Maltby died 1710, aged 65. 

2. Daniel' Maltby, son of William*, bom May 19, 1679, 
is said to have been a prominent man, but the writer has not 
been able to discover particulars. He married, Oct. 27, 1702, 
Esther, daughter of John and Mary {Lathrop) Moss; died 
Dec. 26, 1731. 

3. Dea. Benjamin' Maltby, son of DanieP, bom June 20, 
1716-17, removed to Northford, and was held in high esteem. 
He was twice married, 1st, to Sarah Harrington ; 2d, 1763, to 
Elizabeth, daughter of Josiah and Hannah {Baldwin) Fowler. 
His children were all by his second wife.

Rev. Jonathan^ ; General Isaac^ and Col. Stephen*, see appen- 
dix 6, 6, pp. 37, 38, 39, 40, 41. Dea. Benjamin Maltby died 
July 9, 1796. 

4. Col. Stephen* Maltby, son of Benjamin" and Elizabeth 
{JFawler) Maltby, born July, 1769, married Abigail "Williams, 
daughter of Rev. Warham Williams (grandson of the "Re- 
deemed Captive "), which marriage brought many distinguished 
lines of ancestry into this branch of the family. 

With much military spirit, it was his misfortune to have 
been too young to take part in the Revolutionary War, and 
to die at the beginning of the War of lvS12, where his brother. 
Gen. Isaac, dlBtingnished himself. Col. Stephen died Jan. 22, 
1812. 

5. AuousTirs* Maltby, son of Col. Stephen* and Abigail 
( WUUcmis) Maltby, born 1789, married Nancy, daughter of 
Robert and Hannah ( White) Townshend. He was a man of 
education and at one time kept a school. He died while quite 
a young man, soon after the birth of his third son, George' 
Williams Maltby. His wife survived him, and died in Dun- 
dee, New York, at the home of one of her sons. Augustus 
Maltby died Dec. 21, 1821. 
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6. Gbobgb' Williams Maltbt, son of Angastne* and Nancy 
{Townshend) Maltby, bom Sept. 11, 1820, married Sarah A. 
fiogert, daughter of John and Hester (Thibaui) Bogert, May 
14, 1846. He was for a number of years in partnership with 
James M. Townshend — ^the firm name being Townshend & 
Maltby ; in recent years, however, he has been associated with 
his eldest son, Theodore A. Maltby, under the firm name of 
Maltby & Son. He was for many years a local preacher of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and was frequently called upon 
to fill the various pulpits throughout New Haven county, 
when the churches chanced to be without their regular supply. 

7. Gbobge^ Ellsworth Maltby, bom Feb. 9, 1852, son of 
George' Williams and Sarah {Bogert) Maltby, married May 6, 
1872, Georgia Lord, daughter of Louis Peck and Harriet 
{Brown) Morehouse. At the age of 17 he entered the employ 
of the old established coal firm of H. W. Benedict & Co., 
and at the age of 21 he was admitted as a partner in the then 
recently organized wholesale coal firm of Benedict, Pardee & 
Co., of which he is still a member. 

8. Maude' Evelyn Townshend Maltby, and Dobothy* 
LoBD Maltby, are the only children of George^ Ellsworth 
and Georgia Lord {Morehouse) Maltby.

Among the vast nnmber of writings which have given 
accounts of Eev. Richard Mather, perhaps none will be of 
greater interest than that which was published by the Dor- 
chester Antiquarian Society in 1860, which is entitled, " Jour- 
nal and Life of Richard Mather, 1596-1669." 

4. 2. Rev. Eleazeb* Mather, son of Rev. Richard* and 
Catharine {Holt) Mather, was bom May 13, 1637, in Dorchester, 
Mass. He married Esther Warham, daughter of Rev. John 
Warham, of Windsor, Conn., Sept. 29, 1659. He was minister 
in Northampton, Mass., and died in that place, July 24, 1669. 
He was graduated at Harvard College, 1656, and went to 
Northampton in July, 1658 ; was ordained June 18, 1661, the 
first minister of Northampton. He died the same year that 
his father died. It will be noticed that he commenced preach- 
ing at the early age of nineteen years. 

It does not appear that Rev. Eleazer Mather published 

anything while he lived. After his death, there was published 

from his manuscripts, a work on the duties of Christian 

parents to their children, it being the substance of some of his 

last sermons.

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Rev. Eleazer Mather was brother of the famouB Rev. 
Increase Mather and nnde of the renowned Cotton Mather. 
So much of interest has been written concerning both Rev. 
Richard Mather and his son, Rev. Eleazer Mather, that the 
compiler of these pages deems it better to attempt nothing 
more than a simple record.

MITCHELL. 

1. Matthew* Mitchell, Charlestown, came in 1635, with 
Kev. Richard Mather,* in the "James" from Bristol, bringing 
wife and children. He was successively at Concord and Spring- 
field where he signed the compact with Pynchon, May 1636. 
He was afterwards at Saybrook for a short time. In 1639 he 
was at Wethersfield, and the next year town clert In 1641 
he was one of the founders of Stamford, Conn. 

On the 19th of October 1641, the planters were notified by 
a " sufficient warning to come in " to make choice of those who 
should administer the affairs of the new colony. Mr. Denton,t 
Matthew Mitchell, Andrew "Ward, Thurston Bainer and 
Sichard Crab were this provisional government. "Their com- 
mission, given by that pure democracy then assembled, made 
them in all essentials the authoritative rulers over the people." 

Enough of the record remains to show what their prerogatives 
were : to order the common affairs or intended plans of the 
people, and to determine the differences that shall arise and 
" settle them according to equity, peace, law and convenience." 
In November 1641, a second election of seven men for towns- 
men was held, and Matthew Mitchell, Thurston Eayner, 
Andrew Ward, Jo. Whitman, Richard Law,* and Bichard Crab 
were chosen. In the list of pioneers of Stamford to the end of 
1642, Matthew Mitchell heads the list in which appear also the 
names of four others of our early ancestors : Bobert Coe, 

* See pedigree. t The minister. 
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Bichard* Law, Samuel Sherman and Thomas Morehouse. 
Huntington in his Hist, of Stamford says : Matthew Mitchell 
came with the settlers from Wethersfield. His name stands 
next, in the first list of the colony, to the minister's, and heads 
both the next two lists. He paid about three times as much 
as any other of the settlers towards the survey of the land, and 
received twenty-eight acres in the first division of the land. 
His land in Wethersfield, which seems to have been in extent 
much larger than that of the other proprietors, excepting one, 
was subsequently divided into four farms, and was taken by 
the Graves, Gershom Bulkeley, John Hollister and Robert 
Hose. 

Savage says that Matthew Mitchell was representative in 
1637, but not, as Mather makes him. Assistant of the Colony 
that year. He died in 1645. His son Jonathan was President 
of Harvard College.

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bom there except Dorcas, who must have been born at Weth- 
ersfield, Conn. John Plum was among the first settlers and 
proprietors of Wethersfield, Conn., in 1635, and it seems 
likely that he sold his property in Ridgewell, Essex Co., Eng., 
early in 1635, and bought, if he had not previously owned, a 
ship, and emigrated to America in his own vessel, as he was 
from the first a shipowner there, and traded up and down the 
river with the Indians. It is also probable that it was his ship 
that was used in 1637 to carry the 77 men down the river and 
around to !N^arragansett Bay, from which the march was made 
to Pequot Hill — ^now in Groton — to surprise the Indians. The 
ship returned after landing the men at Narragansett, to the 
mouth of the Connecticut River in full view of the Pequots. 
The Pequots supposed the men had given up the war and 
gone home, so they had a drunken spree that night, and were 
taken by surprise by the English attack in the morning, just 
at daybreak. The Pequots were totally defeated, and the 
remnant driven west and either killed or captured in the Fair- 
field Swamp. This pursuit of the Indians showed the land to 
the whites, and in 1639 Milford was settled, and Robert Plume, 
the eldest son, was one of the settlers. 

John Plum appears on the Colonial Records of Connecticut 
in 1636. Feb. 9, 1637, "Mr. Plum" is a member of the 
Court. He is a member of the Court off and on, and holds 
various other offices till 1644, in which year he removed to 
Branford. At the first town meeting in Branford he was 
elected town clerk, and held the office tiU his death. He was 
probably one of the soldiers in Capt. Mason's little army of 77 
men who defeated the Pequots at Pequot Hill in 1637. The 

wife of John Plum was Dorothy . John Plum died in 

Branford, Conn., in 1648.

our seuerall pts of our vessell to Daniell How. In consideration whereof 
hee is to transporte them soe much goods either to them their heirs exe- 
cutors & assignes (as they shall Desire it) as their seuerall somme or som- 
mes of monney shall ammount unto, & moreouer to each of those p^sons 
Aboue named or their Assignes, he shall transport to each man A Per- 
son and A Tunne of goods Free. But in case that any of the f orenamed 
Persons shall not haue occasion for the transportation of soe much goods 
as his money shall Ammount unto, that then the said Daniell is to make 
them payment of the remainder of the monney by the end of twd years 
next ensueing the date hereof and likewise this vessell shall be for the 
use of the Plantacon and that the said Daniel shall not sell this vessel 
without the consent of the maior p*t of the Company. And that the ves- 
sell shall be reddy at the Towne of Lynne to Transport such goods as the 
Afforeeaid imdertakers shall Appoint.

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Furthermore as it is expressed formerly that the vessell shall come to 
our Intended Plantacon three tymes in the yeare wee thought good to 
expresse the tymes, viz : the first moneth, the fourth moneth & the 
eigth moneth. 

Furthermore for the rates of person*s goods and chattells that if there 
prove any Difference between us the said undertakers and the said 
Daniell How that then it should be referred to two men whome they and 
he shall chuse. 

Furthermore forasmuch as Allen Breed Thomas Halsey and William 
Harker Are by the Consent of the Company come into and pty imder-

. . in the towne shall sell house Lott & Planteinge Lott or Lotts and med- 
dow Intirely, and if hee sell his farme he shall not devide it ; but sell it 
together viz : his ffarm intirely and his accommodations in ye Towne 
Intirely. 

Moreover whosoever cometh in by us hould himself sattisfyed with 
toxxre achres to an house Lott and twelue achres to a plantinge Lott & so 
much meddow & uplande as may make his Accommodations ffifty Achrs 
except wee the said undertakers shall see cause to Inlarge that proportion 
by A farme or otherwise. 

Furthermore noe p'son nor p'sons whatsoever shall challenge or daime 
any proper interest in seas rivers, creeks or brookes, howsoever, bound- 
ings or passings through his grounde, but ffreedome of fishinge fowling 
and nauigation shall be common to all within the bankes of the said 
waters whatsoever. 

And whosouer shall fell any tree or trees in highwayes is either to 

grubb them up by the rootes or else^to cutt them smoothe up euenby the 

grounde and pull the tree or trees out of all such highwayes and whoso- 

euer felleth any tree or trees in the summer shall either carry away the 

body or bodeys thereof with ye Ap'tnances or else sett or lay it up on 

heapes soe as the pasture or passage for man or beast may not haue any 

annoywance. 
Likewise no p'son not p'sons whatsouer shall fell or Lopp or carry away 

any tree or trees firewood or otherwise of or ffrom any Lott or Lotts 

wtsoever for as is the lande.so shall ye Ap'tnances bee euery mans owne 

peculiar p'priety. Neither shall any p*son or p^sons make or use any 

highwayes paths or otherwise over any p'sons house Lott plantinge Lott 

or meddow but shall upon all occasions use the Allowed wayes layed out 

for yt. end. 

Furthermore it is thought meete that if the said undertakers make any 
composition with any p*son or p*sons yt lay claime to them to make many- 
fest his or their right in any p't or p'ts in all .... of the place where 
Gk)d shall please .... It is to beginne our intended Plantacon. 

And it come to pass yt wee the said undertakers shall either in our 
owne names or in the names of the Inhabitants in generall promise to 
pay or cause to be paid any somme or sommes of monney goods or chat- 
tell finds or rates of the like as may hereafter be thought meete propor- 
tionally to what they Injoy. Ant that eury p'son or p'son Inhabitinge 
within the bounds of our Plantacon beinge owners of Lande there, that 
they shall be contented and pleased to help to beare A share or shares from 
tyme to tyme and at all tymes hereafter of all such payments as may be 
required of us the f orenamed undertakers or executors administrators or 
assignos and yt they doe approve of all the prmises here specified. 

Lastly we the said undertakers testify by these presents in or idmin- 
tinge of Inhabitants to our intended Plantacon that wee without any 
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kinde of reservation leave euery man ffree to choose and Determine all 
causes and controverseys arbitrary among themselves, and that whenso- 
ever it shall please the Lord & he shall see it good to adde to us such men 
as shall be fitt matter for a church that then wee will in that time lay our- 
selves downe before ye Constitutes thereof either to bee or not to be 
receaved as members thereof accordinge as they shall Disceme the 
worke of Qod to be in our hearts.

The above statement is not reconcilable with the other 
records of the Law family (see Law pedigree) which the 
writer has seen, but as the assertion is made, it seems well to 
make note of it.

Elizabeth Stratton was the wife of Eobert Williams, 
Eoxbnry, 1637.

STEONG. 

(Taken from the Dwlffht-Strong Genealogy.) 

The Strong family of England was originally located in the 
County of Shropshire. One of the family married an heiress 
of Griffith, of the Connty of Oairnarvon, Wales, and went 
thither to reside in 1545. Eichard Strong was of this branch 
of the family, and was bom in the County of Cairnarvon, in 
1561. In 1590 he removed to Taunton, Somersetshire, Eng., 
where he died in 1613, leaving a son John, then eight years of 
age, and a daughter, Eleanor. 

1. John* Strong was bom in Taunton, Eng., in 1606, 
whence he removed to London, and afterwards to Plymouth. 
Having strong Puritan sympathies, he sailed from Plymouth 
15 
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for the new world, March 20, 1630, in company with 140 
persons, among them Rev. Messrs. John "Warham and John 
Maverick, and Messrs. John Mason and Roger Clapp, in the 
ship "Mary and John," and arrived at Kantasket, Mass., 
(Hull) on Sunday, May 30, 1630. The original destination of 
the ship was Charles River; but an unfortunate misunder- 
standing which arose between the captain and the passengers, 
resulted in their being put smnmarily ashore by him at Nan- 
tasket. After searching for a few days for a good place in 
which to settle, they decided upon the spot which they called 
Dorchester. 

The grandfather of Elder John Strong was, as tradition 
informs us, a Roman Catholic, and lived to a great age. 

In 1635, after having assisted in founding and developing 
the town of Dorchester, John Strong removed to Hingham, 
Mass., and on March 9, 1636, took the freeman's oath at 
Boston. His stay at Hingham was short, as on Dec. 4, 1638, 
he is found to have been an inhabitant and proprietor of 
Taunton, Mass., and to have been made in that year a freeman 
of Plymouth Colony. He remained at Taunton as late, at any 
rate, as 1645, as he was a deputy thence to the General Court 
in Plymouth in 1641-3-4. From Taunton he removed to 
Windsor, Conn., where he was appointed with four others, 
Capt. John Mason, Roger Ludlow, Israel Stoughton, and 
Henry Wolcott, all very leading men in the infant colony, to 
" superintend and bring forward the settlement of that place." 
In 1659 he removed from Windsor to Northampton, Mass., of 
which he was one of the first and most active founders, as he 
had been previously of Dorchester, Hingham, Taunton, and 
Windsor. In Northampton he lived for forty years, and 
was a leading man in the affairs of the town and of the church. 
He was a tanner and very prosperous in his business. He 
owned at different times, as appears by records in the county 
clerk's oflSce, some two hundred acres of land in and around 
Northampton. How he obtained his office and title as Elder 
John Strong will appear by the following quotation from the 
church records at Northampton : " After solemn and extraor- 
dinary seeking to God for his direction and blessing, the 
church chose John Strong ruling elder, and William Holton, 
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deacon. They were ordained 13 : 3 mo : '63 " (or, the year 
beginning then in March, June 13, 1663, O. T., or N. T. June 
24, 1663); "the elder by the imposition of the hands of the 
pastor " (Eev. Eleazer Mather) " and Mr. Eussell, of Hadley — 
the deacon, afterwards by the imposition of the pastor and of 
the elder. Mr. Russell, Mr. Goodwin, and brother Goodman 
were present from Hadley ; Dea. Chapin and Mr. Holyoke, 
from Springfield, who gave the right hand of fellowship to 
these delegates." How near to the minister himself, so greatly 
revered, the ruling elder stood in the thoughts of our Pilgrim 
fathers, is manifest from the functions of his oflBce, as described 
in the following church record, under date of Sept. 11, 1672 : 
"Solomon Stoddard was ordained pastor of the church in 
Northampton by Mr. John Strong, ruling elder, and Mr. John 
"Whiting, pastor of the second church in Hartford." 

His first wife, whose name and family are not known by the 
writer, he married in England. She died on the passage, or 
soon after landing. He married for a second wife, in Decem- 
ber, 1630, Abigail Ford, of Dorchester, Mass. She died July 
6, 1688. He died April 14, 1699.

TOWNSHEND. 

(From the Townshend Genealogy.— Copt, CharUs Toumshend,) 

Arms: Az. a chev. erm. bet. three escallops Ar. 

Crest : A stag, ppr. 

Motto : Haec generi incrementa fides. 

The Townshend families of England and America are of 
mixed Saxon and Norman origin and of great antiquity in the 
County Norfolk, Eng. 

Walter Atte Townshende, son of Sir Ludovic de Townshende, 
a Norman nobleman, whom Collins in his Peerage of England 
puts at the head of this family, flourished soon after the Con- 
quest. Sir Ludovic married Elizabeth de Hauteville, sole heiress 
of the manors of Raynham, of the famous family of de Haute- 
ville or Havile. This family was possessed of a considerable 
property, a portion of which by this marriage came to the 
Townshend family. 

As the early records are somewhat disjointed this pedigree 
wiU begin with : 

1. Eogeb' de Townshende, who married Catharine, daugh- 
ter of John Atherton. 

2. Sir Thomas' de Townshend, son of Roger* de Town- 
shend, who married Agnes, daughter of William Payne, gen- 
tleman. This Sir Thomas was buried in the choir of White 
Friar's Church in Fleet street, London, April 1, 1421. 
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8. Rogbb' Townshend, son and heir of Sir Thomas', mar- 
ried Eleanor, daughter of Sir Thomas Giggs, of RoUesby, 
Norfolk. 

4. John* Townbhend, son and heir of above, married Joan, 
daughter and heir of Sir Robert Lunsford, of Rumford, in 
County Essex. His will is dated Feb. 16, 1466. He orders 
his " body to be buried in the middle of the church of St. 
Mary's, Raynham," etc. By this match the Townshend fam- 
ily have right to bear the arms of Lunsford, Barrington, Bel- 
house, Marcy, Manderville, Earl of Essex, &c. 

6. RoGBB* Townshend, Esq., son and heir, was entered a 
student of Lincoln's Inn, and elected a governor and lent 
reader 1461. In 1468 was trustee in purchasing the Lordship 
at Wichingham, St. Mary's. In 1472 was member of Parlia- 
ment of Calme, in Wiltshire ; and in 1476 he purchased the 
remainder of the Lordshire of Havile, Raynham, so that the 
whole estate was then in the family. 

In 1477 he was called to the degree of sergeant-at-law ; in 
1480 summoned to be an assistant to the House of Lords in 
Parliament; and in 1485 was made king's sergeant^t-law, and 
the year following was appointed a justice of the common' 
pleas. King Henry VII renewed his patent, and knighted 
him in his chamber at Worcester, on Whitsunday before the 
coronation. 

Sir Roger dates his will Aug. 14, 1492 ; proved 1493. He 
leaves legacies to his daughter, mentions son Thomas, and 
makes Eleanor, his wife, sole executrix and guardian to his 
eldest son Roger, in whom he entails his property. 

6. Rogeb* Townshend, eldest son of the Judge, was bred to 
the law, and among other gentlemen of worth and dignity of 
the County Norfolk, was appointed a commissioner by act of 
Parliament for raising the sum of £163,000 by a poll-tax in 
1513, for defraying the expense of taking Teroven and 
Tournay. In 1518 he covenanted to serve the king with ten 
men-at-arms ; was sheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk, 1511, 1518, 
1525, and- one of the masters of the courts of request in 1529, 
serving also the same year as one of the King's Council with 
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the Bishop of Lincoln. On Jan. 2, 1539, he attended the 
Duke of Norfolk at the marriage reception of King Henry VIII, 
and was knighted 1545, on the return of the king from Bou- 
logne, and on the death of that monarch was commissioned to 
take care of the peace of the County Norfolk. He was a 
gentleman of great honor and worth, both at home and at court, 
and was one of the king's privy council. His wife was Anne, 
daughter and co-heir of Sir William de Brewse, who was from 
a very ancient family which held by descent a great estate, and 
brought with it high honors, she being connected by birth 
with many of the ancient nobility. 

7. Sir Robert^ Townshend, 2d son of Sir Roger* and Anne 
de Brewse, married Alice, daughter of Robert Poppy, Esq., of 
Twyford, County Norfolk. This Robert in his father's will 
is called, " Sir Robert Townshend, Kt.," and he bequeathed him 
his " Cheyne of Gold." 

Sir Robert was of the Society of Lincoln's Inn, in the early 
part of the reign of King Henry VIII, becoming as eminent 
as his ancestor in the study of law, and with his father at- 
tended the Duke of Norfolk at the reception of Lady Anne, 
daughter of John, Duke of Cleves, who married King Henry 
VIII, Jan 1, 1539. He was afterwards made king's sergeant- 
at-law, 1541, and knighted by Henry VIII, at Hampton Court, 
on Trinity Sunday, 1545, and the same year made Lord Chief 
Justice of Chester, in which post he was continued by both 
King Edward VI and Queen Mary. He deceased Feb. 8, 
1555-6, possessed of the manor and rectory of Twyford and 
Gayst, an advowson of the vicarages of the churches, the 
manors of Scranton, Foxley, and Southwell in Norfolk, and 
the priory and house of St. Augustine in Ludlow, Salop. Sir 
Robert was buried in the high chancel of Ludlow church, in 
an altar tomb which is a remarkable example of an early and 
very rich classic monument of the times. On the top of it, 
cut in marble, are the full-length recumbent figures of himself 
dressed in full armor, and his lady in the costume of her day, 
while figures of his children surround the base of the tomb. 
Over the monument, built in the solid masonry of the chancel, 
is a beautiful Gothic arch, and the family crest, a buck trip- 
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pant crowns the whole fabric, which is decorated with escalop 
ehelk and other insignia of the family. Above the monument, 
on the walls are the Townshend arms, quartered with the de 
Hauteville, de Brewse, Gifford, Lnnsford, Schardlow, Carbon- 
nel, Curson, Poppy, and others; and beneath the beautiful 
Gothic window of stained glass, is this inscription : " Memento 
Mori Respice Finam," A. D. 1581, and around the coping of 
the top of the tomb : " Here lyeth the body of Sir Robert 
Towneshende, Knight, Chief Justice of the Oouncill in the 
Marches of Wales & Chester, and Dame Alice, his wife, 
daughter and one of the heirs of Robert Poppy, Esq., 
who had between them 12 children, 6 sons and 6 daughters 
lawfully begotten." On the paneling of the monument are 
the names of his children, but time has obliterated most of 
them. The names, however, of Thomas, Robert, Isaac, and 
Henry are still visible. This Sir Robert Townshend died at 
Salop, Feb. 8, 1656, and from an inquisition taken at Nor- 
wich, Norfolk, Apr. 26, 1555, and at Salop, 11th of August 
following, Thomas Townshend of Bracon-Ash, Norfolk, Eng., 
was found to be his heir, who was at that time " 22 years of 
age and more," and was seized of the Manors of Sutton, 
Swanton and Folsham, in Folsham, with Foxley Manor in 
Twyford, which came to him by Alice, his mother, daughter 
and heir of Robert Poppy, Esq. 

8. Thomas' Townshend, Esq., eldest son of Sir Robert,^ in 
1558 presented the advowson of the church of Twyford, and 
in 1568, he passed this Manor to Rowland Hayward. He was 
married at Beckenham, Kent, June 27, 1558, to his first wife, 
the Lady Elizabeth Styles, daughter of George Periente, Gen- 
tleman, of Digswell, County Hertford (who died at Lavenham, 
County Suffolk, will proved A. D. 1532, and who was brother 
of Sir John Periente, and descended from John Periente, of 
Digswell, Esq., and wife Joan, daughter of Thomas Mansfield, 
" a man of great name under King Henry IV, who married 
Matilda de Etton of noble race in County York). Elizabeth 
Periente was the widow of Sir Humphrey Styles. 

He was afterwards Lord of the Manors of Hethill, Pennes, 
Stanfield Hall, Carlton Curson, Carlton Peveral, and held in- 
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terest in other manors, and the advowson of the church of 
Bracon-Ash. He acknowledged the receipt of the Herring 
Pyes of the Sheriff of Norwich, Sept. 4, 15Y6, and the year 
following Hethill-Green was divided between him and the 
city. On August 16, 1578, he and his lady entertained Queen 
Elizabeth at Bracon-Ash Hall, where she dined while on her 
progress through Norfolk to Norwich, and had it not been for 
this family's Popish proclivities (See Fuller's Worthies) he 
would probably have been knighted. 

9. Henry* Towkshend, "Gentlemen," son of Thomas,* 
bapt. 1568; married Margaret (daughter of Robert Forthe, 
D.C.L., L.L.D.), Nov. 5, 1590 ; she died in 1596. Family tra- 
dition informs us, and otlier evidence as well, that the estates 
of Henry Townshend were encumbered before the death of 
his father, and he sold Bracon-Ash to Sir Edmund Eiche in 
1599. A portion of the last twenty-five years of his life was 
probably spent at Gedding, near Edwardston and Groton, 
County Suffolk. 

10. I. Thomas", 3d son of Henry,* was bom at Bracon-Ash, 
and after the sale of the Norfolk estates he resided at Gedding, 
County Suffolk, until his majority, when he moved to the 
neighborhood of London, where his uncle, Thomas Forthe, 
Esq., resided. (Thomas Forthe was son and heir of Robert 
Forthe, D.O.L., L.L.D., whose funeral was solemnized at St. 
Gregory's Church, near St. Paul's with heraldic ceremonies 
Oct. 13, 1595, he having died the 3d of same, seized of landed 
estate in Suffolk, Essex, Kent and London, also the Manors of 
Levehurst in Lambert and of Palmer alias Tylehurst in Croy- 
don, both near Southwark, County Surry.) 

Tradition and family records inform us that Mr. Thomas 
Townshend came from London and settled at Lynn, in the 
colony of Mass. Bay about 1637-8. He was granted 60 acres 
of land with Lord Brook and others by the town of Lynn in 
1658, and he bought other lands near the iron-works and at 
Rumney Marsh, Chelsea. 

He is called in the records " husbandman," which occupar 
tion many settlers of good families chose, and not being trades- 
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people, the most consiBtent with their desires. He was made 
a freeman March 14, 1639, and from his serving the public on 
more than one occasion seems to have been an important citizen, 
and from papers bearing his name and his beautiful autograph, 
now to be seen in the Secretary of State's oflBce in Boston, we 
have suflB^cient evidence of his ability. 

He died in Lynn, Dec. 22, 1677, and his wife Mary died at 
the house of her son Andrew, Feb. 28, 1692. 

11. 2. Samuel", born in Lynn about 1638, settled in Winni- 
semet or Chelsea, Mass., where he held several important 
offices. He followed the vocation of a husbandman, and from 
MSS. of the family letters and the records we know that he 
was a respectable and prosperous man. He was constable and 
town surveyor. From the inventory of his estate he seems to 
have had his efforts repaid with gain, as his ownership of prop- 
erty in Rumney Marsh, Charlestown and Boston prove. 

Mr. Townshend died at Winnisemet, and in the old bury- 
ing-^ound at Humney Marsh (now Revere) is to be seen his 
gravestone, bearing date Dec. 21, 1704, aged about 66. His 
wife, Abigail Davis, daughter of Samuel Davis, was buried in 
the Copp Hill Cemetery, Boston, and her stone there records 
her death, Jan. 2, 1728-9, aged 87 years and 8 months. 

12. 3. Isaac", twin brother of Abraham, bom May 20, 1682 ; 
married Anne Ranger, July 6, 1703. Isaac was born in Chel- 
sea, and settled in Boston. He was killed at a fire in Boston, 
Jan. 16, 1717-18. His wife Anne, was the daughter of Cap- 
tain Edmund Ranger. She died at Boston, Nov. 8, 1726, 
aged 50. 

13. 4. Ebenezeb", born in Boston, June 25, 1716 ; married 
Elizabeth Larmon ; with his brother Jeremiah removed to 
New Haven, Conn., in 1739. He was a builder, and built the 
old court or colony house on the New Haven Green, He 
died Dec. 30, 1775. His wife died August 30, 1784.

WARHAM. 

(From Stiles' History of Windsor.) 

1. Key. John* Wabham was an ordained minister of the 
Chnrch of England, in Exeter, and eminent as a preacher. 
The Rev. Gowen 0. Wilson (Hart. Co. Mem. Hist., 636) says : 
^^ Mr. Warham was doubtless descended from the same stock 
with William Warham, D.D. and LL.D., Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, who died in 1632. 

The Archbishop had a brother John, whose grandson also 
bore that name. A branch of this family settled in Dorset, 
where for several generations the name of John Warham is 
met with, until 1647, when one of that name sold an estate in 
that shire. 

There can be but little doubt that he belonged to this 
family." He was a graduate of Oxford. 

"Among the many noted persons who have descended 
from Rev. John Warham, may be mentioned Rev. Jonathan 
Edwards ; Rev, Timothy Dwight, D.D. ; Judge John Trum- 
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bull, LL.D. ; Aaron Burr ; Gen. William Williams, signer of 
the Declaration of Independence ; Hon. John Sherman ; Hev. 
Samuel Worcester, D.D. ; Rev. Jonathan Edwards Wood- 
bridge, D.D.; Ex-President Woolsey, Tale College; Judge 
Henry Morris, Springfield ; Rev. R. T.* Storrs, D.D., Brooklyn ; 
Stoddard, the missionary ; ' Grace Greenwood ;' Gen. William 
T. Sherman ; Bishop Williams, of the Episcopal Church ; the 
wife of Prof. Tardley, of the Berkeley Divinity School, and 
her sister, Susan Coolidge; Akop, the poet; Dr. Gardiner 
Spring; Elizabeth Stuart Phelps; Rev. Dr. Todd, of New 
Haven."

WHITE. 

1. Elder John* White was one of the first settlers of 
Cambridge, Mass., of Hartford, Conn., and of Hadley, Mass. 
He was probably of Chelmsford, Essex Co., Eng., and came to 
America in the ship "Lion," June, 1632. Gore Hall, the 
Library building of Harvard College, stands on what was once 
his cow-yard. 

In February, 1635, Cambridge made its first election of a 
board of seven men to do the whole business of the town. 
John White was one of the number chosen. His associates 
were John Haynes, Simon Bradstreet, John Talcott, William 
Westwood, William Wadsworth, and probably James Olmstead, 
all of them prominent and influential men. In 1636 he 
removed to Hartford, Conn. The Charter Oak cast its even- 
ing shadow on his house. 
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At Hartford he was again called into public service. In 
1659 he was one of the leaders of the movement to remove to 
Hadley, Msfis. He was a Representative or Deputy. In 
1670 he returned to Hartford and was chosen Elder of South 
Church. 

His wife's name was Mary . He died in 1683-4.

2. Oapt. Nathaniel" White, eldest son of Elder John* 
White, was born in England, about 1629, three years before 
the family came to New England. He was an original pro- 
prietor and first settler of Middletown. 

He early acquired great influence ; was magistrate and com- 
missioner and one of the leading men of the colony. He was 
elected a Representative to the General Court eighty-five times, 
being eighty-one years old when last chosen. He died Aug. 

27, 1711. He married Ist, Elizabeth , who was the 

mother of his eight children. He married 2d, Mrs. Martha 
Mould, widow of Hugh Mould of New London, and daughter 
of John Coit. She died April 14th, 1730, aged about eighty- 
six. 

3. Ensign Daniel* White, son of Capt. Nathaniel" White, 
was born at ^Middletown, Upper Houses, Feb. 23, 1661. He 
lived in his native place and was chosen a townsman, or select- 
man of Middletown in 1690, and a constable in 1701. He 
died Dec. 18, 1739. He married, March 1683, Susanna Mould, 
daughter of Hugh Mould of New London. Her mother, 
Martha Ooit, became the 2d wife of Capt. Nathaniel White. 

4. Oapt. John* White, son of Ensign Daniel," bom Nov. 
27, 1692, married Susanna daughter of Hon. John Ailing; 
died Jan. 15, 1783. He was a sea-captain. 
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6. Dea. John* White, son of Capt. John* White, born 
New Haven, May 19, 1722; settled in Woodbridge, but 
removed to New Haven where he died Nov. 24, 1797. He 
married Dec. 27, 1744, Mary daughter of Isaac Dickerman.

WILLIAMS. 

(Taken in part from the History of the Williamfi Family.— S. W. WfXLiarM.) 

"He beareth Sable — a lion rampant — Argent — armed and langued 
Gules. By the name of Williams, of Flint, in Wales, and in Lincolp- 
shire, and Matthew of Yorkshire, which families are now one and the 
same. For John Williams, Esq., in the time of Eklward IV, married the 
daughter and heir of John Matthew, Esq. His son assumed the surname 
of Matthew, which he retained ever since. Their crest is a moor cock. 
This pedigree is from Thoresby's Ducatus, &c.'* 

'* Ilbis coat belongeth to the family of Williams." 

1. RoBEBT* Williams, of Roxbury, it is believed came from 
Norwich, in England, though there is no absolute proof of 
this. His ancestors are supposed to be of Welch origin. He 
probably arrived in this country about 1638, and was admitted 
a freeman that year, in Roxbury, Mass. 

Robert Williams was one of the endowers of the Roxbury 
free school, the first in the United States, and the oldest in 
continued existence in America. In the History of the Rox- 
bury free school (now Latin School) there is as frontispiece 
the bond of Robert Williams and Wm. Parke (See Parke) to 
pay certain moneys, etc., with their signatures. 

His first wife was Elizabeth Stratton. He probably married 
her in England, as his eldest son, Samuel, was bom in 1632, 
six years before he arrived in America. She died July 28, 
1674. He married 2d, Miss Martha Strong, who died in 1704. 
Mr. Robert Williams died at Roxbury, Sept. 1, 1693. His 
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gravestone cannot be found in the Roxbury biirying ground, 
though those of Elizabeth, his wife, who died in 1676, and of 
his son, Samuel, who died in 1698, are still extant. The 
children of Mr. Robert Williams and his wife, Elizabeth 
Stratton, were :

2. Samuel* eldest son of Robert* and Elizabeth {StrattorC) 
Williams, was born in 1632, probably in England, as it cannot 
be positively ascertained that his father came to America 
before 1638. Samuel settled in Roxbury, and became a free- 
man in March, 1658. He was a man of considerable repute, 
and held the office of Deacon in the church in that place for 
many years, which was then considered a distinguished honor. 
He married Theoda Park, daughter of Deacon William Park, of 
Roxbury, who was a man of property and note in that town, and 
represented the state legislature for many years. Deacon Sam- 
uel Williams died Sept. 28, 1698. His widow married Stephen 
Peck, and died Aug. 26, 1718, aged 81. The children of Dea.

3. Kev. John' Williams, (the Redeemed Captive) Bon of 
Dea. Saimiel' and Theoda {Park) Williams, was born at Rox- 
bury, Mass., Dec. 10, 1664. He early directed his attention to 
study. 
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Through the mnnificence of his maternal grandfather, Dea. 
William Park, he was educated at Harvard College, and was 
graduated there in the year 1683, at the age of nineteen years. 
He soon after commenced the study of divinity, and became 
the first minister of Deerfield in the spring of 1686. Soon 
after Mr. Williams' settlement in Deerfield, he married Miss 
Eunice Mather, daughter of Kev. Eleazer and Esther ( Wa/r- 
Jujum) Mather, of Northampton. Mrs. Eunice Mather, on her 
mother's side was granddaughter of the Rev. John Warham, 
of Windsor, Conn. The whole of the family of Rev. John 
Williams, with the exception of his oldest son, who was absent 
from Deerfield at the time, were captivated by the French 
and Indians, Feb. 29, 1Y03-4. His two youngest sons were 
murdered by them at the same time, as was also a black 
domestic. After plundering and burning the town. Major 
De Rouville collected the prisoners and commenced his march 
with them to Canada. On the second day of the journey, 
Mrs. Eunice Williams, being weak from a recent illness, and 
unable to travel further, the blood-thirsty and inhuman Indian 
who had the care of her slew her with his tomahawk at a blow. 
Shortly after this her body was found by a party of men from 
Deerfield, brought back, and buried in the town burying 
ground, and the gravestone, containing the following inscrip- 
tion is still to be seen there: "Here lyeth the body of Mrs. 
Eunice Williams, the virtuous and desirable consort of the Rev. 
John Williams, and daughter of Rev. Eleazer and Mrs. Esther 
Mather, of Northampton. She was bom Aug. 2, 1664, and 
fell by the rage of the barbarous enemy, March 1, 1703-4. 
Her children rise up and call her blessed." The Rev. John 
Williams (with fifty-seven other prisoners, including two of 
Mr. Williams' children) was redeemed from captivity, and left 
Quebec on the 25th of October, 1706, and arrived in Boston 
on the 2l8t of November. His daughter Eunice stiD remained 
in captivity. Mr. Williams did not immediately return to 
Deerfield after his emancipation from the French and Indians. 
He probably had some doubts whether he should again settle 
in the ministry in Deerfield. On the 30th of November, 
1706, nine or ten days after his arrival in Boston, the town of 
Deerfield chose commissioners to go down to the Bay for 
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them, and in their behalf to act and treat with him in order 
to his re-settlement with them again in the work of the 
ministry. Mr. Williams, after serious consideration, accepted 
the call, although the war continued with unabated fury, and 
the inhabitants were kept in a constant state of alarm. 

Mr. Williams married again, soon after his second settlement 
in Deerfield, to Miss Abigail Allen, of Windsor, Conn., a 
cousin of his former wife. 

About the year 1709, Mr. Williams was earnestly solicited 
to accept the office of Chaplain in the army, in the expedition 
against Canada under Gen, Hill and Admiral Walker. He 
had been previously requested to accept the same office in the 
expedition against Port Royal, under the conmiand of Col. 
Marsh, with seven hundred men, in the year 1707. Soon 
after he was appointed Chaplain in the winter expedition to 
Canada, under the command of Col. Stoddard, for the purpose 
of redeeming prisoners, but soon returned. Col. Stoddard 
was successful in redeeming many of his fellow citizens, but 
he could not obtain Eunice, daughter of Mr. Williams. 

Mr. Williams for many years devoted much of his attention 
to the pursuits of science and literature. For the time in 
which he lived, he was a writer of no mean ability. One of 
his published works is the " Redeemed Captive returning to 
Zion," in which he gives an account of his captivity and 
sufferings. 

Mr. Williams died at Deerfield, on the 12th of June, 1729, 
in the 66th year of his age, and the 44th of his ministry. 
Abigail, his second wife, died June 21, 1754, and is buried 
by the side of her husband in the old burying ground at 
Deerfield. She was born Oct. 17, 1672. The children of 
Rev. John Williams were :

" He wrote the following narrative of his captivity and suf- 
ferings soon after his return, which I copied from his own 
hand-writing, and published in the appendix to my Memoir of 
his father. It is certainly very curious, as being written by a 
boy, and well worthy of a place in this notice of him.'' 



ACCOUNT OF THE CAPTTVTTY OF THE REV. DR. STEPHEN 

WILLIAMS. 

(Written by HifMdf,) 

What befel Stephen Williams in his Captivity. 

*' On the last of February, 1708-4 the French and Indians came and sur- 
prised our fort and took it, and after they had broken into our house and 
took us prisoners, they barbarously murdered a brother and sister of 
mine, as they did several of our neighbors. They rifled our house and 
then marched away with us that were captives, and set our house and 
bam on fire, as they did the greatest part of the town.

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When the greatest part of the enemy were gone out of the town, there 
came some English from the next town that drove those Indians that 
remained in the town away, but they were quickly driven back again 
by the rest of the army. Nine of tliem were slain as they retreated. 
They then marched a little farther and stopped, for they had several 
woimded men that hindered them. There they told us that if the Eng> 
lish pursued they would kill us, otherwise they would not, but they 
quickly proved themselves liars, for before they departed from the place, 
they barbarously murdered a child of about two years old. Then my 
master took away my English shoes, and gave me Indian ones in the 
room of them, which I think were better to travel in. Then we marched 
five or six miles further, when we took up our lodgings. Then one Eng- 
lishman ran back to Deerfield, which- provoked them much. They told 
us that if any more ran away they would bum the rest. Then they slew 
our negro man. The next morning we travelled about two or three 
miles when they murdered my ever honored mother, who having gone 
over a small river, which water nmning very swift flimg her down, she 
being wer, was not able to travel any further. We travelled eight or 
nine miles further, and lodged that night. Then some were disturbed, 
for some had five or six captives, and others none. They then called the 
captives together to make a more equal distribution, but I remained with 
my former master. Here they searched me, and took away my silver 
buckles which I had on my shirt, before we came to a small river, named 
West River, about thirty miles abo\e Deerfield. They murdered three 
persons when they came to the West River, where they had slays and 
dogs, with which they drew their wounded men. They travelled, (we 
thought) as if they designed to kill us all, for they travelled thirty-five 
or forty miles a day. 

Here they killed near a dozen women and children, for theur manner 
was, if any loitered, to kill them My feet were very sore, so that I was 
afraid they would kill me also. We rested on the Sabbath day ; they 
gave my father liberty to preach. Here we sang a psalm, for they re- 
quested of us a song. The next day we travelled a great way farther 
than we had at any time before. About the middle of the day, some 
that were in the rear fired at some geese that fiew over, which put them 
into considerable fright, for they thought that the English were come up 
with them. Then they began to bind the prisoners, and to prepare them- 
selves for battle, but when they understood what was the matter, they 
shot a volley for joy, boasting t^at the English could not overtake them. 

I, coming to my honored father, he told me he was taken lame in his 
ankle, which he sprained in the fall of the year. He said, likewise, he 
thought he should be killed, and if I should live to get to Canada, to 
tell them who I was, &c., which then did terrify me much, but it pleased 
the (Lord) to strengthen him to perform his journey. 

The next day was a tempestuous day, and I froze my great toe of my 
left foot ; the day after which was Wednesday, my master bid me go 
^down to the river with him very early in the morning, which startled 
me, for he did not use to be so early. There that river parted, and I 
went up one branch, and my father with my brother and sisters another. 
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I never saw my father for fourteen months. I did not eat anything in 
the morning, yet must travel all day, yea, I travelled till ahout nine 
o'clock at night without one morsal of victuals. I travelled about fifty 
miles that day and night. For my supper I had one spoonful of Indian 
com, in the morning five or six kernels, but must travel. Then we left 
the river and travelled about noon on the west side of that river. We 
came to two wigwams, where we found the signs of Indians, but no 
Indians, (in those wigwams they left their sacks and went a hunting, 
if perhaps they might find some moose buried in the snow by the hunt- 
ing Indians, but could not find any.) 

I wandered about and lost myself, and hallooed. My master came to 
me, and was very angry with me. He lifted up the breech of his gun in 
order to kill me, but God kept back his hand, for which I desire his 
name might be praised. The Indians will never allow anybody to halloo 
in the woods. Their manner is to make a noise like wolves, or other 
wild creatures, when they would call to one another. My master sent the 
Indian lad and I to those wigwams, but he himself took his gun and went 
a hunting (now there were only we three in company, we had left all 
that army). We made a fire, but had no victuals to dress, only a moose's 
paunch and bones, which the Indians had left. We took the paunch and 
boiled it without cleaning it, for what was on it served for thickening 
the broth. Then there came an Indian girl about ten miles, where was 
two wigwams. My master that left us the day before was got there. 
While we tarried here the French that were in the army passed by. 
Within a day or two we travelled seven or eight miles northward to a 
place where they had killed some moose, where they made wigwams 
(for their manner was when they killed any moose to move to them and 
lie by them till they had eaten them up). Now there was two English- 
men of our town in company with me, who came from the army, to wit. 
Deacon Hoit, and one Jacob Hix, a soldier (now my master was not yet 
come to his own family). From hence he went to look for his family, 
and within a day or two sent for me. I thought this was hard to go 
away alone (that is, to any English person). Here I left Deac. Hoit and 
Jacob Hix. Deac. Hoit I never saw more, for he was dead before I came 
from hunting. 

I went with the messenger, and after a tedious day's travelling came 
to my master's family. He gave me to his brother, with whom I con- 
tinued two or three months thereabouts, hunting moose, bears, and bea- 
vers. But when I first arrived there, they were extraordinary kind, 
took care of my toe which was frozen, would not suffer me to do any 
work, gave me deei-skin to lie on, and a bear skin to cover me withal, 
but this did not last long, for I was forced to cany such a pack when I 
travelled that I could not rise up without some help, was forced to cut 
wood, and carry it sometimes a considerable way on my back. After 
that manner I lived till their himting time was over, without any society 
but the inhuman pagans. 

We travelled with the design to go to Cowass, where was their rende- 
vous ; but before we got quite there we met some Indians that stopped us. 
They told us that all the Indians were coming away from Cowass, which 
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within a day or two came to be true. Now the reason of their deserting 
that place was this : there came an Ekiglishman with six of our Indians, 
and destroyed a family of Indians about twenty miles from Ckywass. 
Here we staid when these Indians met us, a month or six weeks, suffered 
much for want of provisions, for there was not much to be got a hunting 
there, and if that was anything, is was nothing among so many. The 
chief of our provision was roots of several sorts, and bark of trees. Here 
I met the abovesaid Jacob Hix. Deacon Hoit was already dead for 
want of provision. This Hix looked like a ghost, was nothing but skin 
and bones, could scarce go, had no victuals but what he got himself (for 
he had been at Cowass with the Indians a planting com, when he suf- 
fered much for want of provision). I was better off than they, while I 
was hunting, we had meat enough, but neither bread nor salt to eat 
with it. 

There was in company now, one Mr. Bradley, of Haverhill, and one 
Hannah Eastman, one Daniel Avery, of Haverhill, and one Mrs. Jones, 
and Margaret Hugins, her maid, &c. who were taken at Northampton 
farms. 

Now from hence we set away for Canada ; my master had so much 
lumber to carry, that we were forced to carry a pckck a mile or two, and 
go back and fetch another which was very tedious. Jacob Hix died at 
the first carrying place of the French river (now Onion river). This was 
an exceedingly tedious march to me, we being so loaded. The other In- 
dians left us. I suffered much in the journey, for when we came to the 
French river, it was as much as our canoe would carry our lumber, the 
water was so shallow, so that I was forced to travel afoot, on that bank, 
which cut out my shoes, my feet were much galled, and one of my toes 
almost cut off with stones. I had little or nothing to eat. My master 
killed a duck one day in the river, and for my part I had the guts, which 
I laid on the coals without cleansing them, which seemed a sweet morsel 
to me. They did eat skins, &c. , but when we arrived at the lake, we 
were supplied with fish and fowl. The Indian boys do kill the geese with 
their bows and arrows, they are so bold. Fish are easily taken with 
hooks. One day as we sailed on the lake, two young Indians shot a fish 
with a bullet and took it into the canoe. It was as large as I am. I ar- 
rived to Shamblee in August, which was about half a year from the time 
I was taken. The French were kind to me, gave me bread, which I had 
not eaten in a great while. They told me my father and brothers and 
sisters were got to Canada, which I was glad to hear of, for I was afraid 
my youngest brother was killed. 

While I tarried here, a Frenchman came and desired the Indians to let 
me go with him, which they did. I went with the Frenchman, who 
gave me some victuals, and made me lie down in his couch, which my 
master's son perceiving, told his father, who thought he did it to hide 
me, and did design to steal me ; upon which he came up and fetched me 
away, and would not let me go to the fort any more, for which I suffered. 
(While I was here the French dressed my feet that were woimded, at 
which the Indians seemed to be vexed.) 
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From hence we went to Sorel, but tarried a day or two near a French- 
man's house, about three miles from Shamblee, who was kind to me, 
and would have lodged me in his house, but the Indians would not allow 
of it, mistrusting he would convey me away in the night privately. 
From hence we went to Sorel, and as soon as we had landed, there came 
a woman across the river on purpose to bring me some victuals, and 
seemed to pity me. 

Here we tarried a day or two, my master bid me to go to the fort a visit- 
ing, which was about four score rods off. I went, and at a Frenchman's 
persuasion tarried all night, and till next day about noon, when my master 
came for me ; he was very angry with me, and after that would never 
suffer me to go to a French house alone. From this place we went to St. 
Francis, the Indian fort. My master could not comply with their rites 
and customs, whereupon he went to Albany, and gave me to his kins- 
man, Sagamore George. (Now this George when I was at Gowass, 
told the French Qovemar that I was his prisoner, whereas then he had 
nothing to do with me, whereux>on the Governor empowered one Mr. 
Shamblee, a captain to buy me, who made a bargain with George, give 
him earnest money.) Now being put into his hands, he was not willing 
that the French should know it, but having a desire to go to Shamblee, 
the place where Monsieur Shamblee lived, took me with him, but within 
ten miles of Shamblee, left me alone in the woods, while he, with those 
that were with him went to Shamblee. 

After he came to Shamblee, we went a hunting, caught about eighty 
beaver in the brook which run into the river between Shamblee and 
Sorel. After we had done hunting we went again to St. Francis fort 
where I continued till towards spring, and then removed because the 
smallpox was among the Indians, and my master's children had not had 
it, so he removed. But while I remained there Monsieur Shamblee heard 
that I was with Sagamore George, and came to buy me. I seemed to be 
willing to go with him, at which the Indians were much disturbed, and 
woxdd not let me go, because I showed a forwardness to go, and did like- 
wise threaten to kill me, did complain to the Jesuit who came and said 
to me, ''what, no love Indian, they have saved your life, &c." 

It is no wonder that the children that are small will not speak to their 
friends when they come to see them, but will scoff at and deride 
them, because the Indians have so taught them, and will be angry if 
they do otherwise. 

While I lived here, I observed that some English children would scoff 
at me (when before the Indians, worse than the Indian children) but when 
alone they would talk familiarly with me in Ehiglish, about their own 
country, &o., whereas when before the Indians they would pretend that 
they could not speak English. Here the Indians did say something to 
me about religion, but not much, being eastern Indians were not zealous 
as the Macquas are. 

The French governor when he heard I was in the country, because of 
my father's entreaties, was often sending to the Indians to buy me, who 
were quite wearied out, my master went to the Jesuit, and got pen, ink, 
and paper, would have me write to my father (for we had heard he was 
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learned, and had two hundred pounds a year allowed him, which I be- 
Ueve some of them believed. After he had got paper he takes another 
Indian with him that could speak good English, who was to indite for 
me. The substance of the letter was this, that if they did not buy me 
before spring they would not sell me afterwards, and that he must give 
forty crowns for me. They carried it to the Jesuit, who could speak 
English, to read, to see whether I had written as they ordered me, and 
when they foimd I had they were well pleased. 

My master had a mind to go himting and would have taken me with 
him, but because he sent such word, that they must buy me by such a 
time, he left me at home that I might be ready if they should send to 
buy me, and when Capt. Livingston and Mr. Sheldon were come to 
Canada, my mistress thought there would be an exchange of prisoners, 
and lest the French should then take me away for nothing, she removed 
up in the woods, about a mile from the river, that if they came they 
might not find me ; while on a certain day my mistress went to a certain 
house to get victuals, and ordered me to spend my day in getting wood, 
but it proved a tempestuous day, and we had half a cart load at the door, 
which is a great deal for Indians to have, so that I did not get any. When 
she came home, being disturbed by the French, asked what I had been 
doing, they replied nothing, at which she was very angry. I will not 
beat you myself, says she, for my husband ordered me to the contrary, 
but will tell the Jesuit the next time he comes. She was as good as her 
word. He takes me out and whipt me with a whip with six cords, 
several knots in each cord. 

After a few days he comes again, and brings me a letter from my 
father, by which I understood he was a prisoner as well as I, which I 
told the Indians, who said they believed it. He likewise said in his 
letter that the Governor of New England would take care w^e should be 
redeemed. 

Whilst I lived here, I made about fourscore weight of sugar, with the 
sap of maple trees, for the Indians. My mistress had a mind to go to 
Sorel, and because there was a barrel of sap to boil, she sent me to the 
sugar place over night to boil it, that so we might go in the morning. I 
went and kept a good fire under the kettle, little thinking of its coming 
to sugar, till it was spoiled for want of stirring, for the manner is to stir 
it when it comes almost to sugar, for which they were very angry, and 
would not give me any victuals. 

It being now spring we went in canoes to Sorel, and so soon as we got 
there, the woman who brought me victuals across the river when I was 
there before, came and desired of the Indians to let me go to the fort, 
which they consented to do. I went, but remembering the bad effect of 
tanying all night before, durst not do so again without the Indian's 
leave. I went to the Indians and carried them some victuals and asked 
them to let me lie at the fort, which they granted. I kept here about a 
fortnight, and lay at the fort every night. The French were very kind, 
provided victuals for me, and would give me some to carry to the 
Indians which pleased them well. 
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Ab we went back to St. Francis fort, we met a French canoe, who told 
us that the French Governor would come to St. Francis fort quickly, 
upon which my mistress said to me, your time is short you have to live 
with me, (truly I hoped it was). 

When we came to St. Francis, we went to master's land, where I 
began to make preparation to plant com, but before we began to plant, 
the Governor came and bought me, after a long parley, for forty crowns. 

With him I went to Sorel, where I met with Capt. Livingston, and 
several captives. Capt. Livingston told me I should go home to New 
England with him, which revived me much to think of going home, but 
the Governor quickly altered his mind, said I must not go from hence. 

I went down to Quebec, with the Lord Intendant. When I came to 
Quebec, I found several English people that were prisoners. 

Here one Mr. Hill took care of me, cut my hair for me (now my hair 
was like an Indian's one side long, and the other short). He got me a 
shirt, and a pair of breeches, and a jacket and stockings. 

From hence on the 1 Ith of May, I was sent to live with my father at 
Chateauviche. While I lived here, the French were very courteous and 
kind to me, as they were to my father. This seemed almost home to 
me, because I was got to my father, who I had not seen for fourteen 
months. When Mr. Dudley came to Canada, my father and I was sent 
up to Quebec. When we were at Quebec, Capt. Courtamouch took us to 
his house and entertained us very nobly. He said he received kindness 
at New England. While we were at Quebec, the Seminary, a famous 
building was burnt. 

And upon Capt. Vetch and Mr. Dudley petitioning, the Governor gave 
me liberty to come home, and accordingly I came away on the 12th of 
October, 1705, but I left my honored father and brothers and sisters 
behind, and after a tedious voyage, I arrived at Boston, in New England, 
on the 21st of November, 1705. And I desire that the name of God may 
be praised and adored for his wonderful goodness to me in sparing my 
Ufe, when I was as it were, on the brink of eternity, and that he stayed 
the hands of those that took up their weapons to slay me with them. 

N. B. That while with the Indians I was in great danger of being 
drowned several times." 

On his return from captivity he was educated at Harvard 
College, and was graduated from there in 1713. 

He was ordained over the church in Long Meadow, July 8, 
1Y18. He served his country as chaplain for the armies in 
three campaigns; at Cape Breton, in the year 1745, from 
which he returned sick to Boston in the beginning of Decem- 
ber, and recovered so as to come to his house on the first of 
February, 1746. 

He was at Lake George in the year 1765-56, and was chap- 
lain in the regiment commanded by CoL Ephraim Williams on 
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the day on which he was killed, in the bloody morning scont, 
Sept. 8, 1765. In 1Y56 he was chaplain in the regiment com- 
manded by Dr. Thomas Williams, of Deerfield. He came 
home sick before the army broke up. He was much honored 
by the oflBcers and soldiers. He received the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Divinity from Yale College in 1741, and from 
Dartmouth College in 1773. He has left interesting manu- 
scripts. 

He was married soon after his ordination to Miss Abigail 
Davenport, of Stamford, daughter of the Rev. John Daven- 
port of that place.

Was minister 
at Tolland. He m. Mary, d. of Gapt Eliakim HaM. 

Abigail Davenport, wife of Rev. Stephen Williams, died 
Aug. 26, 1Y66. He married 2d, Mrs. Sarah Burt, widow of 
Dea. Nathaniel Burt, and daughter of David Ohapin of 
Chicopee. The Eev. Dr. Williams died June 10, 1782, in the 
90th year of his age, and the 66th of his ministry. 

Mrs. Sarah Williams died Nov. 10, 1790, aged 84. The 
Eev. Dr. Williams had seven sons, who were all present at his 
funeral. 

6. Kbv. Warham* Williams, son of Kev. Dr. Stephen* 
and Abigail {Davenport) Williams, was bom Jan. 7, 1726. He 
was graduated at Yale College, and ordained at Northford, a 
parish in Branford, Conn., June 30, 1750, and was married 
Nov. 13, 1752, to Anne Hall, daughter of the Eev. Samuel 
and Anne {Loajd) Hall, of Cheshire, and granddaughter of Gk)v. 
Jonathan and Anne {Eliot) Law. She died March, 1776, and 
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the Rev. Dr. Williams married again to Mrs. Whiting, widow 
of Col. Nathan Whiting, whose maiden name was Mary Salton- 
stall. Dr. Williams died April, 1788. He was for many years 
a member of the corporation of Yale College. The children 
of Rev. Dr. Warham and Anne {Hall) Williams were :
